WASHINGTON, April 19 (UP) 
—The United States will reject 
any French request for a formal 
American guarantee against West 
Germany’s withdrawal from the 
proposed European army, it wag 
learned today. 

The State Department is draft- 
ing a presidential message to Con- 
gress warning that this country 
would take a grave view of such a 
move, but this is as far as it 
is willing to go. 

Officials oppose any scheme to 
shackle Germany to the European 


army indefinitely. They also are 
convinced Congress would not 
buy the kind of guarantee France 
would like. 


Present U.S. Plans. 
According to present plans, 
President Truman will send his 
message to Congress when the 
time comes for it to consider the 
German “peace contract” and re- 
lated agreements, probably in the 
next two months. | 

The principal military guaran- 
tee for which he will ask for ap- 
proval is one extending protection 
of the North Atlantic pact to West 
Germany when it becomes a full- 
fledged member of the European 
army. 

In effect, the United States 
would be bound as a member of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation to consider an ‘attack on 
Germany as an attack on itself 
and to take whatever action it 
considers necessary to meet it. 

The French, who fear a re- 
militarized Germany as much as 
a Russian attack, asked for the 
United States guarantee several 
months ago.

FORT HOOD, Tex., April 19 
(AP)—Here’s a “now it can be 
told” story about Exercise Long 
Horr, the %1g armed forces ma- 
neuver which ended a week ago. 


That big angry rancher who 
raised such cain about his fences 
being torn down was a spy. Capt. 
Weldon W. Teague, intelligence 
officer of the First. Armored’s 
Fighty-first Reconnaissance Bat- 
talion, went “under cover” 
dressed in a cowboy outfit for the 
maneuvers. . 

He borrowed a pick-up truck 
with trailer from _ Bill Parks, 
owner of the 777 Ranch, and 
roved among aggressor units as 
a civilian rancher, digging up 
vital information. 

Teague, who grew up in Chil- 


dress, Tex., had no trouble posing 
as a rancher. From the very be- 
ginning he was accepted as an 
easy-going cowboy with a normal 
interest in the maneuvers, Ag- 
gressors permitted him to ride 
with them in their tanks and 
answered his seemingly innocent 
questions with military accuracy. 


Teague, a veteran of 12 years’ 
military service, was an _ intelli- 


zence officer in Italy in baton) 


War II. 


With him in the pick-up were 


his assistant, Second Lt. Victor 
Kelly, and Sgt. Baldemar Navejar. | 
They avoided suspicion by fre- | 
quently changing’ trucks and | 
clothes. 


The cowboy sleuths predicted 


where and when the aggressors 
would stage their first big air- 
drop, missing the number of 
planes by one. The behind-the- 
scenes investigators also learned 
the enemy code numbers, the spe- 
cial unit markings and most of 
the major campaigns the enemy 
planned. 

First to suspect the team were 
Texans themse:ves. In King, Tex., 


while Kelly waited around a store 
for word from the captain, the 
proprietor suspected him of in- 
tended robbery. The sheriff ap- 
peared on the scene and had the 
case all wrapped up until the 
lieutenant was forced to show 
credentials and refer the matter 
to the Texas Rangers, who were 
in on the deal.

A crowd of 44,250 watched 
Jockey Dave Gorman lash the 
roan hide of the son of First Fid- 
dle with his whip at the head of 
the stretch and then thrilled to 
the response Master Fiddle un- 
leashed as he charged to his first 
victory of the year. 

Gorman gave Master Fiddle a 
confident ride. The colt came out 
of the starting gate slowly in the 
mile and an'eighth race which 
has sent six of its winners on to 
victory in the Kentucky. Around

ELECASTS of big fights are 
having a revolutionary ef- 
fect on boxing, not only as 
to the bouts themselves but 
as to the atmosphere surround- 
ing such events. 
Time was when with a big 
fight in prospect, you'd have to 
shoulder your way through the 
crowded lobbies of the leading 
hotels in the town where the 
fight was to be held. There 
would be talk of nothing but 
the fight, the possible outcome, 
Styles of the two principals, 
probable “gate” and everything 
else pertaining to the big event. 


In Chicago where the Ray 
Robinson-Rocky Graziano bout 
was held last Wednesday there 
was none of this. One hotel 
which formerly was headquar- 
ters for the boxing fraternity 
was practically bare of manag- 
ers of boxers from out-of-town 
and visiting fans. There were 
no crowds in the lobby and lit- 
tle talk about the fight. 


Only around the Stadium it- 
self was there the atmosphere 
which goes with a big bout. 
There, long lines of people striv- 
ing to get tickets, those on the 
fringe of the game seeking com- 
plimentary admission cards, old- 
timers among boxers and man- 
agers gave the touch which has 
been customary in the past. 

The Chicago area was blacked 
out, of course, but ingenious 
people arranged, in one re- 
ported instance at least, to rig 
up a gadget for the aerial and 
set which enabled the owner 
to bring in the fight from a 
Milwaukee station. 

Then Chicago fight fans 
hustled out of town to points 
30 miles away where they could 
pick up the fight on sets which 
could catch the telecast from 
stations eligible to send it. 


$80,000 Added to Purse. 


ICKED into the pot was 

$80,000 for the TV and radio 

rights to go with the $255,- 
000 gross receipts. And it wasn’t 
too many years ago that any 
fight which drew $80,000 was 
considered quite an event. No- 
body knows where it is going 
nor what the ultimate solution 
will be, but one thing is cer- 
tan, as a happy official of the 
International Boxing Club re- 
marked, “It doesn’t appear that 
interest in boxing is dying.” 

The whole situation gives 
much food for thought, though. 
Television has changed the 
whole setup for everybody con- 
cerned. There are millions of 
fight experts now and they de- 
mand the best at a time when 
good boxers are very scarce in- 
deed. And there are few good, 
young ones coming up. Yet, 
there is too much work for any 
boy who has any good crowd 
appeal whatsoever. 

One manager who has a boy 
under his wing who is Just an 
ordinary boxer said that the 
lad has eight bouts since the 
first of January and several 
more in prospect. ~

Reporters’ New Problem. 


ETERAN reporters have a 
Vy new problem. They get mes- 
sages from home now order- 
ing them to look into situations 
which don’t look right to their 
television-viewing bosses. : 
In one case — the bout in 
Pittsburgh last summer in 
which Joe Walcott knocked out 
Ezzard Charles to win the 
heavyweight title, one New 
York newspaper wired its men 
at ringside to investigate wheth- 
er Walcott actually hit Charles. 
The managing editor, watching 
the bout on TV, didn't see the 
punch although it seemed 
clearly apparent, even on TV 
that Walcott had walloped 
Charles with a practically per- 
fect lefthand blow. The editor 
seemed convinced against his 
will. 


Chester Mieszala, Chicago, 
who.is here to box on the Audi- 
torium card tomorrow night, 
scored a one-round knockout 
over Jim Hewitt, New York, on 
the Graziano-Robinson program 
in Chicago. Mieszala knocked 
Hewitt down and it seemed that

Joe Dey, executive secretary 
of the U.S.G.A., dwells at length 
on the lateral water -hazard in 
an article in the February issue 
of the U.S.G.A. Journal. 


“Under Definition 14, a lat- 
eral water hazard is one ‘run- 
ning approximately parallel to 
the line of play, and so placed 
that when a ball is dropped 
within two club-lengths of 
where the ball entered the wa- 
ter hazard it is not possible to 
keep that part of the hazard be- 
tween the player and the hole,’ ” 
Dey wrote. 


“The phrase ‘it is not pos- 
sible’ has to be handled care- 
fully,” Dey remarked. “Some- 
times a thing may be literally 
possible but, from the stand- 
point of golfing reason and fair 
play, not proper. 


“So this mere definition of 
words is not adequate to cover 
every conceivable little bab- 
bling brook that meanders over 
a golf course.- Therefore, Def- 
inition 14 goes on to make the 
local. committee responsible for 
exactly defining a latéral water 
hazard: 

“That part of a hazard to b

L Dey, a water hazard or sec- 

tion thereof properly be- 
comes a lateral water hazard 
only when the local committee 
so defines it. Dey showed 
how water hazards should be 
markéd, the lateral water haz- 
ards being designated with red 
stakes. - 

So it’s up to the committee— 
local or tournament—to mark 
the hazards. ‘The rule book tells 
specifically what to do when 
the ball is in the lateral water 
hazard. Rule 33-3 provides: 

“If a ball lie or be lost in 
a lateral water hazard the 
player may, under penalty of 
one stroke, either: 

“a, Play his next stroke in 
accordance with Clause 2b of 
this rule (that it, under a stroke 
and distance procedure), 

or 

“b. Drop a ball within two 
club-lengths of the margin of 
either side of the lateral water 
hazard, opposite the point 
where the ball last crossed the 
hazard margin. The ball must 
come to rest not nearer the 
hole.” 

Dey added that “il never was 
a rigid principle of water haz- 
ard legislation that the player 
should lose the distance as well 
as a penalty stroke.” 

Therefore, dhe said, in such 
places where the basic water 
hazard rule cannot fairly be ap- 
plied, “the local committee 
would be within the spirit of 
the rules if it were to adopt a 
local rule permitting a ball to 
be dropped in a special area 
rear the water hazard, under 
penalty of one stroke.”

In the foreword, Hillman boasts, “I am a 


reporter.” He is that—a good one—and he 
had the good sense to realize and capitalize 
a great story when he saw it. He had started 
to write a book on American foreign policy 
based’ on interviews with the President but 
when Truman, to illustrate a point about the 
delegation of power, turned over to him the 
famous memorandum he had read to former 
Secretary of State Byrnes on Jan. 5, 1946, 
Reporter Hillman heard the signal for a four- 
alarm fire and quickly changed his plans. He 
calls his luck “the 
greatest accident in 
history.” 

The résult of this 
accident was one of 
the most intimate 
self portraits' ever 
painted. by a Chief 
Executive while in 
office. Hillman says 
that he _ followed 
the traditional jour- 
nalistic rule: “Print 
what the man said.” 


Soine people have 
thought that Truman, 
having decided to re- 
tire from public life, 
opened up his mind 
and his private papers 
‘to Hillman because he 
wanted the book to be 
his swan song on the 
presidency. Hill- 
man disagrees with 
this thesis. 

“The President told 
me repeatedly,’ he 
informed the Post- 
Dispatch, ‘that he 
was making his ma- 
terial available to me 
because he wanted 
the: American people 
— and if possible 
people throughout the world—to understand 
the problems of a President. 

“From his comprehensive reading of Amer- 
ican history he had come to the conclusion 
that the best way to give this understanding 
would be through a clear, simple presenta- 
tion of his own way of meeting the problems. 

“He often said that America’s vital role 

in domestic and world affairs could best be 
told in terms of individual Presidents and 
their ability or inability to meet the great 
and continuous pressures 6n all Presidents. 
He thought that both for the present and 
for history it would be informative if he 
told about himself and how he has tried 
to meet these pressures. I am sure that 
is the reason he took the trouble, often 
working late into the night, to write out 
in long hand his recollection of his boy- 
hood and the details of his political career.”

HILLMAN, who is 57 years old, has had a 
distinguished career as a reporter and editor. 
He is also trained in the delicate art of per- 
suading prominent officials to talk for publi- 
cation, either by interviews or by signed 
articles. During the 1930s he interviewed 
Hitler half a dozen times and he signed up— 
for eonsiderable sums—Winston Churchill, 
Mussolini, Tardieu, Goebbels, Goering and 
other prominent Europeans to write syndi- 
cated articles for King Features, many of 
which were published in the Post-Dispatch. 

To understand why Truman entrusted him 
with his personal files and wrote most of the 
book for him, it is.necessary to know some- 
thing of Hillman’s early life, his reputation 
in Washington and his methods of work. 

Truman likes and trusts only about a half 
dozen Washington correspondents. Hillman 
has long been in this group. In addition, he 
has a deep personal affection for the Presi- 
dent. a feeling that apparently is recipro- 
cated. 

Hillman first met Truman, then a little 
known Senator from Missouri, when he was 
the master of ceremonies for a series of 
Chamber of Commerce radio broadcasts on 
economic subjects. Along with his radio 
work he was a Washington editor of Collier’s 
magazine, making the White House his princi- 
pal assignment. Although he did little mag- 
azine writing, he accompanied the President 
to Potsdam, Mexico City, Rio de Janeiro and 
Wake Island. 

In one of his radio talks he was the first 
to label the President’s Greece-Turkish aid 
program the “Truman Doctrine. ” . The 
President rebuked him by saying it should 
be called the “American Doctrine.” In 
1948, he was one of the rare reporters 
who predicted Truman would defeat Gov. 
Dewe; of Nev York fe: the presidency 
and he had the vision or the luck to fore- 
cast that Truman would carry Ohio. 


Before coming to Washington, in 1941, he

THE AGENTS OF THE MGB, the Soviet 
secret police, penetrate every crevice of the 
Soviet social structure. The representative 
of the special section in the factory, the 
plenipotentiary of the secret police in the 
regiment, the head of the MGB office in the 
district all operate under the same mandate 
to keep the Soviet populace under careful 
supervision. 

Networks of informers are employed to 
gather comprowmising material concerning 
all persons with whom they have contact. 
The bulk of the informers are unpaid. They 
consist typically of zealous members of the 
Communist party and young Communist or- 
ganizations—individuals on whom the MGB 
has a special hold, and others who are 
intimidated into serving the secret police 
out of fear of unpleasant consequences in 
the event of failure to co-operate. 


Denunciations are encouraged. Individuals 
in whom the secret police are interested 
will be summoned for questioning. Reasons 
will not be disclosed. The interrogation will 
be used as a deliberate instrument to implant 
fear; the subject will emerge convinced that 


the shadow of imminent arrest hovers over 
him. 

In most cases of so-called political crimes 
no trials are held. The prisoner is ordinarily 
sentenced to a term of forced labor by special 
boards of secret police who act on the basis 
of the record of his examination. In some 
cases perfunctory closed trials are held before 
the military tribunal of the Supreme Court. 


The prisoners condemned to forced labor 
become charges of GULAG, an agency 
which administers the concentration camps 
and also hires out prison labor for 
utilization in Soviet industry. The great 
mass of the prisoners at the disposal of 
GULAG are assigned to heavy unskilled labor 


|'—cutting timber, building roads, mining coal, 
dredging for gold and other similarly bur-! 


densome tasks. 
“Norms” are established for all varieties 


of labor; the degree of fulfillment determines | 
the rations to which prisoners are entitled. | 
_Those who meet their norms receive enough | 
food to sustain life at a very low level. Those | 
who fail to attain the norms are condemned | 
to a diet which virtually represents a sen-. 


tence to starvation. Some highly qualified 
specialists among the prisoners are given an 
opportunity by GULAG to work at their spe- 
cialties; the great majority of intellectuals 
are utilized as unskilled laborers. Unused to 
hard physical labor, they frequently do not 
succeed in meeting the norms and die of 
malnutrition. 

The long arm Of the secret police follows 
the prisoners into the prison barracks them- 
selves. Attached to each camp is a MGB 
section which operates an informers’ network 
both among the prisoners and the free per- 
sonnel who form part of the camp adminis- 
tration. Prisoners who speak their minds too 
freely run the risk of denunciation, reduction 
of rations, confinement in isolation or even 
an extension of their terms of conzinement. 


The arrests of millions.of Soviet citizens 
were not originally planned as a method of 
obtaining labor power.

As these enterprises were established, they 
acquired a momentum of their own.

Every effort is made to 
subordinate the MGB to the central party 
organization. Employes of these ministries 
are required to be party members. 

The secretaries of the party organizations 
in the MGB are used as the eyes and 
ears of the Party Central Committee to 
insure the loyalty of these ministries to the 
party. The Special Section in the Secre- 
tariat of the Central Committee, which is 
presumed to have a particularly close super- 
visory relationship to the secret police, has 
been headed since 1928 by A. N. Poskreby- 
shev, who also functions as Stalin’s personal 
secretary. Special groups of the Party Con- 
trol Commission are assigned to watch over 
the police ministries. 

In this and other ways the party leadership 
seeks to safeguard itself against the possibil- 
ity that “the avenging sword of the revolu- 
tion’ may turn against the revolutionary 
leadership itself. 

The manipulation of terror as a system 
of power is a delicate art. A dictator in 
command of modern armaments and a se- 
cret police can transform his subjects into 
rebots and automatons, but if he succeeds 
too well he runs the risk of destroying the 
sources of creative initiative on which the

survival of his own regime Pama a This 
is a problem which the Soviet dictatership 
cannot evade. Over the long run it may 
well turn out to be the rock on which the 
Soviet system will founder. 

Stalin has shown his awareness of the 
problem. He needs terror to safeguard his 
monopoly of power. But he also knows that 
he cannot depend on terror alone. His is a 
system of rule in which incentives and indoc- 
trination also have their appointed place. 
There is room for the carrot as well as the 
The insecurities which terror gene- 
rates are tempered by the need to elicit a 
devotion which fear cannot command. 

One of the secrets gf Stalin’s survival is 
his capacity to maneuver. The Stalinist use 
of terror as a system of power involves os- 


cilliating phases of pressure and relaxation 
which vary with the Dictator’s conception of 
the dangers which he confronts. The essence 
of control is never abandoned. Even the gov- 
erning elite around the Dictator is never 
permitted to forget that it lives by the Lead- 
'er’s favor. There is constant circulation of 
the elite in order to prevent the crystalliza- 
tion of independent power centers. 

At the same time, when the pressure be- 
comes too great, a mirage of security and 
stability is held out in order to enlist the 
energy and service of the oncoming genera- 
tions. It is a system which devours many of 
its servants, but since, a8 in games of chance, 
the winners and survivors are highly re- 
warded and cannot be identified in advance, 
the ambitions of the players are periodically 
renewed, and the regime bases it strength 
on their sacrifices. 

A canker of insecurity remains which even 
the most skillful manipulation cannot elimi- 
nate. Because the Dictator faces the constant 
problem of liquidating all actual or potential 
competitors, his dependence on the secret 
police as an institution is absolute. 

The secret police follows its own laws. of 
growth. It thrives on emergency and lives 
by emphasizing plots that are brewing and 
sinister threats at home and abroad. The 
atmosphere of universal. suspicion which it 
breeds envelope the top party leadership it- 
self.

An Interior Department source told the 
Post-Dispatch the present idea is to lay the 
plan before Congress about May 1. Thus the 
60-day period would expire about the end of 
June, with Congress rushing’ to adjourn be- 
fore the national political conventions. Never- 
theless, a lively battle can be expected, as 
the Army Engineers have a powerful lobby 
both inside and outside Congress. 

The Army Engineers are yelling watery 
murder over Truman’s plan to take away 
their civil functions. An informed source in 
another federal quarter asserted that the En- 
gineers began at once preparing data in op- 
position to the move.

IRONICALLY, Lt. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, 
Chief of Engineers, who has announced his 
intention to retire from the Army next No- 
vember, has been directed by his department 
to work on the plan of merging his Engineers 
with Interior. Although their boss won't 
talk about it, the viewpoint of the Engineers 
has become apparent. This is that a danger- 
ous concentration of authority would result, 
with even more power than “valley authori- 
ties”; that the expansion of the public elec- 
tric power system, to the disadvantage of pri- 
vate interests, would be encouraged; that a 
tendency to create political jobs and large 
work forces in Government employ would 
develop, and that the move is pushed and 
abetted by a radical group in Government, 
including some elements of the Budget Bu- 
reau and the Interior Department. 

In contrast, Interior is represented on 
good authority as favoring the merger. The 
presidential plan was laid before Interior for 
consideration quite recently, but the general 
idea of unification has been viewed there 
favorably all along. The Budget Bureau 
has been inclined toward valley authorities 
or similar unified administrations. 

The presidential merger plan evidently 
contemplates® also establishment of some 
sort of board of analysis and review of re- 
source projects, presumably along the gen- 
eral lines of the board recommended by 

the Hoover Commission. 

Civil functions of the Army Engineers 
started early in the nation’s history with 
navigation, and this now covers. coasts, 
rivers and lakes, and related to it is preven- 
tion of beach erosion. Navigation work in- 
cludes harbors and channels, and in a river 
like the Missouri has the important inci- 
dental effect of holding adjacent land in 
place. Since 1936, the Engineers have had 
general duties in flood control. Electric 
power generation has been added in recent 
times as an important incidental, if not, 
indeed, a major function. 

The Reclamation Bureau has operated in 
the field of irrigation and land reclamation 
in arid western states for about half a cen- 
tury. Its dams have led it into extensive 
power generation. ° 

The .Reclamation Bureau had 13,379 em- 
ployes at a recent count. A. recent book 
criticizing the Army Engineers estimates that 
they have 215 commissioned officers and 
40,000 civil service employes engaged in 
civil functions. 

The Missouri river flood appears to have 
given the Army Engineers a strong propa- 
ganda background. Gen. Pick told Presi- 
dent Truman at Omaha Wednesday that 
the flood would not have occurred if the 
Army Engineers had been given enough 
money to complete the dams they now 
have under construction on the Missouri 
river in the Dakotas. 

The Engineers also have a showing of 
strength in the ability to withstand the flood 
of most of the levees they have built along 
the Missouri, while locally built levees near- 
ly all have failed. An impressive display 
of organization and leadership has been giv- 
ez. by the Engineers in the fs0d fight. 

In .contrast, last year’s disastrous inunda- 
tion in Kansas and Missouri had a back~ 
ground of bitter controversy over rol 
projects among the Army Engineers, the 
Reclamation Bureau, the states and the local 
communities. 

Meanwhile, the widespread feeling has 
grown and persisted that some type of 
unified, official, comprehensive, regional 
planning and management, with a voice for 
the states, is required.

Doing the Reds’ Work 


Happily, the Union: of South Africa’s celebra- 
tion of the 300th anniversary of: the landing of 
the first white men.on the Cape of Good Hope 
passed without the violent protest against the 
Malan Government which had heen threatened 
bY the more extreme native elements, All of 
the free world breathed easier because the 
implications reach far beyond the tip of the 
“Dark Continent.” ; 

A campaign of civil disobedience, however, is 
spreading. And more ominously, the Govern- 
ment’s policy of rigid apartheid—segregation— 
is creating a serious and bitter division between 
South Africa’s whites, the Boers and the British. 

Even though some of the anti-Malan whites 
are none too strongly opposed to. segregation, 
they have been deeply alarmed by Prime 
Minister Malan’s recent flouting of a supreme 
court decision invalidating’ the law which al- 
lowed half-castes to vote. They see in this a dis- 
position to disregard other constitutional checks 
and to set up a virtual dictatorship. 

They are demanding an immediate ‘election 
to test the Government's mandate, but ‘they 
fear that the present parliament may extend its 
life beyond its official expiration in 1953- by 
simple fiat. Dr. Malan says that he is not against 
an election, but that it cannot be held for a year 
or longer. Instead of reassuring the opposition, 
this statement has only increased its fears. 

Meanwhile,* Dr. Malan seems to pass up no 
chance to add fuel to the flames. Rather pettily, 
his regime has decreed that “God Save the 
Queen” shall no longer be the national anthem, 
substituting for it a Boer song. More seriously,

in defiance of the supreme court decision. | 

London has gone far out of its way not to 
irritate the South African regime which con- 
stantly threatens to bolt the Commonwealth. 
But Dr. Malan’s followers nevertheless continue 
their threats. As John K. Thompson, a British 
colonial official, recently explained in St. Louis, 
the South African hotheads hold the British re- 
sponsible for the very considerable progress 
made by natives in other parts of Africa, par- 
ticularly in Nigeria and the Gold ‘Coast, two 
areas which are expected soon to achieve Com- 
monwealth partnership. And it does seem that 
the British are pushing democratic self-rule for 
these natives as an antidote to the South African 
anti-native fulminations. 

Surely, this is the wiser pf the two policies. 
South Africa has real problems which, at best, 
may be long in the solving. So it seems most 
unwise to aggravate them by restrictive and ter- 
roristic methods when time is needed for quiet, 
serious study. 

The Malan Government is only playing into the 
hands of Communist agitators who miss no 
chance to exploit discrimination. There are 
troubles enough on hand without sowing the 
seeds of anti-white—and therefore anti-Western 
—revolt in native Africa. Europeans cannot af- 
ford to dissipate energy in such folly any more 
than they can afford to give Communist propa- 
ganda, especially in Asia, another chance to 
scream about. the white man’s selfishness. 

It is too bad that Dr. Malan does not realize 
the nature of the trouble he is stirring up. Dur- 
ing World War II, he was an avowed admirer of 
the Nazis. Now he is an inadvertant but effective

Mr. Truman’s Clenched Fist 


President Truman may have a good"case in 
demanding that Congress. accept his military 
budget without change, but ‘he “does not advance 
that case by violent threats of what he will do 
if Congress disagrees. 

You could hear the congressional backs stif- 
fening clear across the country when the Presi- 
dent asserted that he will call a special “turnip 
day” session every day @fthesyear if necessary 
to get his defense appropriations passed. And 
the outraged sensibilities of the gentlemen on 
Capitol Hill’ will probably be reinforced by a 
considerable body of public opinion which is not 
convinced that a 9 per cent cut in a 50 billion 
dollar military. appropriation spells disaster. 

The truth-is that the time is rapidly passing 
when Mr. Truman can obtain the military funds 
he asks merely by holding up a clenched fist 
and saying that this is the only thing the Rus- 
sians understand. Nobody questions the need 
for large military expenditures. But in deciding 
whether the appropriation this year should be 
46 billion or 50 billion there is a legitimate dif- 
ference of opinion which can be ‘resolved only 
by evidence, not by emotional appeals. 

Ninety per cent of the cuts-in defense funds 
voted by the House were made on recom- 
mendation of the responsible Appropriations 
cammittee after its members had given full con- 
sideration to the evidence presented by military 
witnesses. The committee members could be 
wrong. They may have acted on the basis of 
inadequate information or mistaken interpreta- 
tion. If so, it is up to the Administration to 
demonstrate the error with persuasive evidence.

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Viktor Chernovs’ Good Lesson 

Viktor Chernov’s death in New York this week, 
at the age of 78, is a reminder of an act of 
tyranny which “The Voice of America,” and all 
other free voices, should not let the world for- 
get. The time was Jan. 18 and 19, 1918, the event 
the convening of the only freely elected parlia- 
ment in RusSsia’s history. 

Chernov was elected chairman of that parlia- 
ment, and the leader of its majority, the Socialist 
Revolutionary Party, standing for moderate So- 
cialism. Of the 707 deputies, 370 were of, Cher- 
nov’s. party, and only 175 of Nikolaft Lenin's 
Bolsheviks. 

Thirty-six million Russians had cast their bal- 
lots, and 58 per cent of them had voted for 


‘moderate Socialism against radical Communism. 


How much the face of the world might have been 
changed if that decision of the Russian people 
had stood! 

Lenin, who had made the immediate calling 
of the Constituent Assembly one of his principal 
slogans, regretted it now as “foolhardiness.” To 
intimidate the delegates, he drew up warships 
along the Neva River, stationed heavily armed 
soldiers and sailors at the entrance and in the 
halls and assembly room of the Tauride Palace, 
where the parliament was to meet, and filled 
the galleries with rowdies hand-picked by his 
political police. When workers marched to the 
palace with banners proclaiming “Long Live the 
Constituent Assembly!” Bolshevik rifles and ma- 
chine guns fired into them. 

Inside, the Bolshevik minority tried to steam- 
roller through a declaration abnegating the au- 
thority of the Constituent Assembly and trans- 
ferring it to the Soviets. Others who tried to 


peak were. hampered by shouting.and. the stamp- 
ing of feet in the galleries, catcalls and obscene. 


oaths. Guns were, pointed at.them, pistols were 
brandished in their faces. Finally the Bolshevik 
delegates walked out, and as dawn broke the 
Social Revolutionary and Menshevik deputies 


were alone in the chamber with Lenin’s armed 
henchmen. An effort wag made to eject the dep- 


uties, but they poadteatly finished their delibers

ations. 

The next day, shortly before noon, when the 
Constituent Assembly attempted to reconvene, 
the entrance to the Tauride Palace was barred 
by troops with rifles, machine guns -and field 


pieces. A decree was issued by the Soviet of 


People’s Commissars abolishing the Constituent 
Assembly. Said Lenin: 


The dissolution of the Constituent As- 
sembly by the Soviet Government means a 
complete and frank liquidation of the idea 
of democracy by the idea of dictatorship: It 
will serve as a good lesson. 


It will still serve as a good lesson, though not 
in the way Lenin meant.

New Look at the Eleven Point 


The Eleven Point riv +i. of the most 
beautiful Ozark streams. Agound its. roaring 
blue springs the redbud: and | ood are blos- 
soming now, and wildflowers are creeping up the 
sheer sides of the Narrows. Soon the bass will be 
Over all this, the Army Engineers propose to 
flood a good many feet of water. For 14 years 
they have had congressional ‘authority, ‘but not 
money, to build the Water Valley dam just be- 
low the Missouri border in Arkansas. Now the 
Engineers hope to expand this project to include 
not only flood control but electric power against 
the protest of Oregon county residents. 


Such a. dam can only be justified if, by con- 
trolling floods, it gives enough benefit to enough 
people to justify the cost of the dam and the 
damage done in building it. The Engineers’ 
studies, made years ago, do not seem conclusive 
proof in behalf of the Water Valley project. 


The cost of the dam is estimated at $25,000,- 
000, pus operating costs. The Engineers have 
estimated annual benefits in downstream flood 
protection at $383,000. Against this the Eleven 
Point Protective Association contends that the 
reservoir would flood out farm production worth 
close to four millions annually, and turn 2500 
persons out of their homes. The loss in wildlife 
and recreational facilities is something else again. 

Even so, the project might be justified by 
extensive flood protection. But the Engineers 
have not determined the exact extent of this 
protection. The spring-fed Eleven Point itself 
is no flood problem. What it adds to the crest 
of a White river flood, when the White is out of 
its banks, apparently can be measured in frac- 
tions of an inch. As for power, not even the 
Engineers expect very much from the river. 


Under the circumstances the Engineers ought 
to avoid hasty action, and reconsider the whole 
project. Especially at a time wher the big Mis- 
souri is creating havoc for lack of major dams, 
it is a poor moment to push a doubtful project 
for crushing out the lovely little Eleven Point.

To Sell, We Must Buy 


Considering the preeminent éronomic position 
of the United States today’ two-way World trade 
is more important than ever. Yet there are 
American business interests and their legisla- 
tive friends who have not yet Iearned the lesson. 

This is indicated by a rash of “Buy American” 
legislation, most of which would require govern- 
mental agencies to buy from domestic sources 
unless the price of comparable foreign merchan- 
dise is at least 25 per cent lower than the United 
States price. By the time duties, not to mention 
freight, are added to the foreign price, there is, 
of course, little chance of competition under this 
kind of a limitation. 

Secretary of State Acheson found it necessary 
to issue a. Warning against such trade barriers 
in connection with his answer to complaints re- 
ceived from Italy against restrictions on Ameri- 
can importation of Italian goods. 

It is inconsistent for Americans to preach in- 
ternational free trade while putting difficulties 
in the way of such trade, said Mr. Acheson. We 
must buy abroad if we are to sell abroad. In the 
end, that is the only natural way for foreigners 
to get dollars with which they can purchase 
American goods. It is, further, the best way to 
strengthen foreign economies to the point at 
which they can support their necessary efforts 
in a joint defense against aggressive totalitar- 
janism. 

In his memorandum to Italy, Mr. Acheson de- 
clared that the State Department does not sup- 
port any of the barriers raised against foreign 
trade. But this assurance is not going to mean 
very much unless American enterprise supports 
the State Department. 

At the moment, this problem of trade restric- 
tions is still of minor proportions. But past ex- 
perience is a sufficient warning that such short- 
sighted selfishness can become more serious. So 
this is a time for taking to heart the old truism 
that the only possible international trade, in the 
long run, is two-way trade.

For Europe’s Choice 

Whether Gen. Ridgway or Gen. Gruenther 
shall succeed Gen. Eisenhower in Europe is to 
be left to the NATO council to decide, according 
to London reports. It seems a happy solution 
to a vexatious question. 

Gen. Ridgway has important claims to the 
post because. of his Far Eastern and combat 
experience; Gen. Gruenther because of his 
familiarity with the intricate operations of the 
NATO command from its inception. If Wash- 
ington is now to let our allies decide between 
them, that would represent no more than a 
proper recognition of the fact that all major 
decisions in NATO should be joint decisions. 

It is a safe assumption that all the members 
of the alliance would urge an American com- 
mander, as a symbol of the American commit- 
ment to Europe’s defense. But it won't do any 
harm ‘to give all members a voice in saying 
which American should command.

Few Americans have ever looked 
squarely into the face of hunger. In some 
places, it has been reported, people will 
eat mud if they are starving. They will die 
in a few days, but in the meantime they 
will have filled their stomachs. 


In many countries where famine is com- 
mon, the inhabitants will eat the bark from 
the trees. The trees will die, but the peo- 
ple will live to be hungry a little longer. 


This is the kind of hunger Americans 
have never Known. We have our share- 
croppers and our migratory workers, but 
even these are rich in comparison. We 
have tornadoes and floods, but when the 
winds quiet and the waters recede, help is 
already on the way. 


We had our long gray period of the 
Great Depression, and in those vears many 
individuals and families lived lives of quiet 
desperation. But even then we had enough 
resources to make sure our people did not 
die by the millions. 

For most of us in this country hunger 
means the sharp appetite after a day's 
work, the inconvenience of a delayed train, 
the annoyance of a postponed lunth on a 
busy day. That is our picture of hunger, 
and we should be grateful that our knowl- 
edge is so sketchy. 

But we should never forget that in many 
parts of the world hunger means not in- 
convenience but death. We should remem- 
ber that our national wealth erects a wall 
around us, and scaling this wall is not easy. 
But scale it we must. 

As this is being written—and read—peo- 
ple are dying of hunger. For five years 
drouth has seared the land around the 
great port city of Madras in India. Now 
the earth is baked hard, the fields are 
brown, the trees without life, the people 
almost without hope. 

Many families have left their homes in 
the country around the busy seaport, but 
there is really not much point in their 
leaving. Some ten million people normally 
live in the famine-stricken area, and where 
are ten million people to go? 

The cities are already over-crowded, 
drinking water is getting dangerously low, 


and hunger walks city streets as well as 
country roads. 

In Madras, emergency food centers have 
been set up. Some are operated by govern- 
ment funds, some have private support. 
What they distribute is a kind of gruel, 
made by mixing coarse grain with water. 

kach person receives a pint of this mix- 
ture, and it is supposed to support life for 
another 24 hours. It is little enough, but 
it is all that can be done, and it is wel- 
comed. 

This is hunger abroad. This is the way 
famine strikes a people most of whom 
don't have enough to eat in normal times. 

A drouth in India, a poor rice crop in 
China, a plague of locusts somewhere else, 
and the people die. So many die that the 
figures easily lose their meaning, especial- 
lv for Americans, whose very comfort 
tends to insulate them from the world. 

Talk about Point Four programs for eco- 
nomic development easily gets abstract. 
Efforts to stave off famines in countries 
like India are almost necessarily reported 
in technical language. 

It is often hard to pierce the facade of 
statistics in order to see the Indian mother 
unable to nurse her child, the child too 
young to understand, the father helpless. 

But it is essential that we see beyond 
the charts, the tables, the maps. 

The technical talk is not headline ma- 
terial, but it means plows. It means better 
threshing methods. It includes plans for 
irrigation to bring water to parched areas 
like that around Madras. 

Technical assistance from the United 
States means more yield per acre. It holds 
the promise of something more than a pint 
of thin gruel for the hungry. 

Point Four programs for economic de- 
velopment hold the secret of food for the 
Indian mother, life for her child. Point 
Four promises hope where now there is 
only despair. 

If we go beyond the maps and charts and 
think in terms of people rather than sta- 
tistics, we will not tolerate the notion of 
killing the Point Four program. Instead 
we will search out ways to broaden it, to 
make it even more effective, while there 
is still time,

ESIDENT TRUMAN’S Council of Economic Advisers — an 
august body whose existence began with the “full employment 
act” of 1946—does not believe there will be a serious problem 

of maintaining full employment after the Government stops spending 


s0 heavily for national security. 


This puts them on the optimis- 

tic Side of the table, across from 
a lerge. segment of American 
business and a large segment of 
foreign €conomic opinion. Their 
optimism is based on what the 
three members consider to be a 
sound evaluation of what has hap- 
pened in the past, with a projec- 
tion. of those events into the 
future. 

The problem is this: 

By the end of this calendar 
year the Government will be 
spending at an annual rate of 
65 billion dollars for “national 
security’—meaning mostly de- 
fense, with atomic energy, for- 
eign aid, and a few minor items 
thrown in. 

That rate will be maintained 
well into, and probably through, 
.1954, but about the middle of 
1955 the country will have 
achieved its goal of modernized 
strength and its goal of a gov- 
ernment-furnished mobilization 
base. 

From that point on, expen- 
ditures wi'l drop to a “main- 
tenance” basis of about 45 bil- 
lion dollars a year—a sharp fall 
of. some 20 billion dollars, or 
almost one-third.

late Andre Gide constitute 
a voluminous and detailed 
record of their author’s thought, 
feeling and experience cover- 
ing the greater part of his adult 
life. Many readers, however, 
must have been puzzled by his 
few and reticent allusions to his 
- wife Madeleine. He has words 
for practically everything— 
from the nature of liberty to 
the best surgery for a crippled 
.bird—except the woman who 
- occupied the pivotal position in 
‘this household and his life. 


The mystery of this strange 
omission is now explained. In 
a short posthumous monograph 
called “The Secret Drama of 
My Life,” Gide tells for the 
. first time the story of his rela- 
tionship with the beloved Made- 
leine and the tragic fundamen- 
tal misunderstanding between 
them. It is a story that he 
dared not publish while his 
wife (who was also his cousin) 
was still alive, not because he 
shrank from revelations that 
were discreditable to himself, 
but to spare her from any fur- 
ther suffering. 


Gide had known Madeleine all 
his life but, in his own recollec- 
tions at least, his devotion be- 
came peculiarly intense when 
he was 12 and she about 14.

Nothing of me now interests 
her, matters to her; and as it 
always takes love to understand 
what differs from you, I can 
now feel in her, in regard to 
me, only incomprehension, mis- 
judgment or, what is worse, 
indifference. 

“And still, sometimes, I won- 
der if I am not mistaken, on 
my side,. Ah if. we could only 
explain to each other! But the 
_least words come so painfully 
out of my heart that I cannot 
speak to her now.” 

Gide is incredibly naive and 
self-centered in his revelations. 
A more worldly man would 
certainly have avoided the 
cruel dilemma that he created 
both for himself and for his 
wife. But the sincerity of his 
love for Madeleine and the 
depth of his suffering during 
the life-long impasse that his 
marriage became, is impossible 
to doubt. “The Secret Drama 
of My Life” is therefore a 
unique and a moving document. 
As a revelation of a monumen- 
tal personal failure in the life 
of a celebrated French literary 
figure it forms the concluding 
and most important chapter of 
Gide’s autobiographical writ- 
ings.

OR the second time inh lit- 
fF tle more than a year, Mr. 

Masters has achieved a high 
degree of success by taking a 
simple but fast-moving plot, 
filling it full of thrills, lacing 
it with historical facts, garnish- 
ing it with the weird and eerie, 
and plumping it neatly into a 
background of rural India in 
the early nineteenth century. 
A retired British brigadier who 
served 14 years with the In- 
dian Army, he knows India. 
This was proved in his first 
novel, “Nightrunners of Ben- 
gal,” based on the Sepoy Mu- 
tiny, which had something ap- 
proaching the Kipling touch 
in it. 

In this new novel “The De- 
ceivers,” Mr. Masters deals with 
the famous Thugs, a confeder- 
acy of religious assassins who 
specialized in disposing of any 
travelers by adroitly looping a 
knotted piece of cloth around 
the neck and breaking it. 
Known then as “Deceivers,” 
since they joined their intended 
victims as fellow travelers, they 


used their murders as a means _ 


of loot and as a means of wor 
shipping the bloody goddess,

ISTORY shows that they

million persons before they 
were broken up in the 1830s 
largely through the efforts of 
Capt. William Sleeman whose 
operations resulted in the cap- 
ture of 1562 Thugs and the exe- 
cution of 382.

I. Savage prefers to forget 
rules and do what needs to be, 
done. 

He finds that murder is be- 
ing committed’in his district 
and he puts his faith in a 
strange lopheaded Hindu, Hus- 
sein, who gets him into a gang 
of Thugs after he dyes his skin 
and “goes native.” 
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AVAGE is listéd as a de- 
§ serter from his post and 

even his bride of six months 
knows only that he has left on 
a desperate mission. He sees 
such scenes as the following: 

“With the sudden brilliance 
of lightning the Deceivers 
struck. Around the fire, the 
cloths flew out. Men, singly 
or in pairs, jumped behinand 
their victims, ‘Beside William a 
small sleepy man leaned for- 
ward in a doze; and beyond, the 
ascetic gentleman who had in- 
vited the Nawab into the grove. 
The gentleman's delicate face 
froze in murder; he swung a 
rumal with his right hand. The 
weighted end whirled round 
the small man’s neck into his 
left hand. The _ strangler’s 
wrists were turned inward and 
pressed close together. The 
small man’s head jerked back, 
a horrible panic mixed with the 
calm of sleep on his face. The 
face of the strangler tightened 
in the firelight, and he drew 
back his lips and bared his 
teeth. His wrists cracked with 
an audible force, his knee 
drove into the small man’s 
back., A bone snapped, the 
small man’s brown eyes bolted, 
and he was dead.” 


For ceftain reasons, best left 
for the reader to discover, Sav- 
age almost becomes a full con- 
vert to the murderous goddess, 
Kali. He nearly breaks the 
faith with his humble but val- 
iant companion, Hussein. He 
nearly loses his wife, first to 
Anglesmith and then to the De- 
ceivefts. Indeed, there are 
thrills and violence aplenty and 
readers, I believe, are certain 
to be pleased with this fascinat- 
ing bit of historical fiction.

HE most important phase of 
T cooxine in America, in the 

making for several genera- 
tions and now an actual fact, 
is regional cooking. Mrs. Brown, 
a west coaster by adoption with 
a number of cookbooks to her 


. credit, is the most recent con- 


tributor to this field. Her book 
isa well-planned, amusingly 
treated omnibus of the recipes 
and influences that have built 
cooking and eating in the El 
Dorado of produce. There are 
recipes brought in by early set- 
tlers, by the Spaniards, the 
miners, the Chinese and Italian, 
plus a trickle of Russian. The 
recipe categories are sprinkled 
with chatty anecdotes on foods 
and drink native to the West 
Coast and include Jack cheese, 
artichokes, abalone, geoduck 
clams and other fish and sea- 
foods with which the coastal 
waters teem. The recipes are 
very readable with the list of 
ingredients repeated at the end, 
A very complete chart on Cali- 
fornia wines closes the book. 

After .years of catering to 
Chinese 
food, Mr. Chan deciged to sup- 
ply his patrons with recipes for 
the dishes which pleased them. 


The result is a small book with 
carefully selected recipes that 
can be prepared in an Ameri- 
can kitchen without the aid of 
a Number One boy. Tea and 
rice, two dishes that are emi- 
nently Chinese, are carefully 
explained because they are the 
test of good cooking and pro- 
cedure, 


A cookbook which bears the 
subtitle “simple directions for 
good meals and small parties” 
can hardly be misleading. Mrs. 
Mitchell is a busy gal who en- 
joyed feeding the gang and 
learned a number of short cuts 
to achieve that end. She passes 
on to other busy gals her reci- 
pes which are clever and tasty 
imitations hardly distinguish- 
able from the real thing except 
wine tasters.

ing the Roman Catholic Church. 


- This cannot be said about the 


three books listed above. All 
are by Catholics and all are 
about Catholics and their 
church and its relations in the 
world. 

The first is meant to be an 
answer to Paul Blanshard’s 
“American Freedom and Cath- 
(Beacon Press, 


1949, $3.50). The second is an 


“examination of the Catholic’s 


position in the United States 
by a lay member of the church 
who happens also to be an able 
critic. The third is a descrip- 
tion and explanation of the 
historic control of reading mat- 
ter for members of the Catholic 
Church. It is by the librarian at 
De Paul University, who took 
up studies for the priesthood at 
Kenrick Seminary. 

The answer to the Blanshard 
book is not an official reply. 
It is a layman’s handiwork and 
it is without the imprimatur of 
any church dignitary. The 
point of view of Prof. O’Neill, 
who heads the speech depart- 
ment in Brooklyn College (a 
public institution) and is 2 
member of the American Ciyil 
Liberties Union, can be quickly 
summarized. It is that the 
Blanshard book is so full ef 
misrepresentations and errors 
that “incalculable harm” can 
result if it is not answered.

ROF. O'NEILL says that 
Pru Blanshard’s work is 

characterized by “inaccurate 
use of words, unsupported as- 
sertions, inaccurate interpreta- 
tions, the apparent absence of 
information, the offering of in- 
ept remarks of individual Cath- 
olics as official Catholic doc- 
trine and the repetition of 
charges that have been an- 
swered again and again.” 

The rejoinder is directed also 
against the basic Blanshard 
thesis, which is, as Prof. O'Neill 
summarizes it, that “the Catho- 
lic Church is the enemy of 
American freedom.” The Brook- 
lyn professor says this is false 
and that anyone with any 
knowledge of the Catholic 
Church's doctrines and its his- 
tory in the United States should 
know that this thesis is untrue.

page by page and comment on 
what it says about Catholic cen- 
sorship, education, democracy, 
social problems, papal infalli- 
bility and so on. One chapter 
replies to Blanshard’s criticism 
of the Knights of Columbus 
advertising. 

Thomas Sugrue writes from a 
very different point of view. 
He believes that vigorous self- 
criticism by Catholics is a basic 
first step toward ending the 
sectarian “cold war” which he 
finds in progress in the United 
States. 

This special writer and critic 
for the New York Times, the 
New York Herald Tribune, Sat- 
urday Review and other publi- 
cations was baptized into the 
Catholic Church at the age of 
one month and, at the age of 
45, remains a practicing com- 
municant today. His personal 
testimonial, for that is what his 
little book is, bespeaks from the 
first page to the last his de- 
votion to his faith. 

The question for discussion, 
says Mr. Sugrue, is simply put: 
“Does a totalitarian religious 
system interfere with a demo- 
cratic political system?” Or re- 
phrased for the Catholic it is 
this, again quoting Mr. Sugrue: 

“Does my Catholicism inter- 
fere with my Americanism, as 
some non-Catholics are inclined 
to think, or, as Rome might put 
it, does my Americanism inter- 
fere with my Catholicism?” 

These are the horns of the 
dilemma, as Mr. Sugrue has 
found it—a dilemma on which 
he has been “painfully draped” 
since his “earliest moments of 
communal consciousness.” But 
in his opinion it pinions not 
him alone; “it holds every 
American Catholic aloft on its 
points and has done so for a 
long time.”

FIGHT AGAINST FEAR, by Luc 
Freeman. (Crown, 322 pgs., $3.

UCY FREEMAN, a distin- 
[suisnes newspaper woman, 
ells the story of her own 
psychoanalysis, simply and 
honestly. The story is told from 
the personal viewpoint of the 
patient in an easy journalistic 
style. No professional psychi- 
atric terms limit its readership; 
it is written for the lay reader. 
Miss Freeman's is the first 


published personal narrative of . 


psychoanalysis identifying the 
author. Other writers have 
either fictionalized their expe- 
riences or written under a 
pseudonym. This personal iden- 
tification gives the book the 
honesty and sincerity lacking in 
some of the others. 

A miserable child, overcome 
with the feeling of being un- 
wanted, hating her parents for 
having brought her into ex- 
istence only to leave her une 
loved, Lucy Freeman reaches 
adult life filled with hates, 
fears and anger. These dis- 
torted feelings manifest them- 
selves in various physical ill- 
nesses, and when her physical 
condition threatens her job, 
Miss Freeman consults a psy- 
choanalyst. . 

The book is a. digest of a 
5-year psychoanalysis showing 
how the analyst helps her un- 
derstand the guilts and fears 
that have made her an emo- 
tially crippled person. She 
writes, “Analysis for ame was 


continuous discovery, some- 
times shocking discovery. I felt 
like the intended victim in a 
murder, with the analyst as 
hero-detective trying to rescue 
me from a life of inner terror.” 

The emctional impact of these 
discoveries is given in some de- 
tail, although sometimes with 
such superficiality that the 
reader may wonder if the psy- 
choanalysis was completed too 
soon. 


The introduction by Dr. 
George S. Stevenson, medical 
director cf the National Asso- 
ciation for Mental Health, would 
serve a better purpose as a 
postscript. Dr. Stevenson could 
have added a great deal to the 
understanding of analysis had 
he explained why, even after 
psychoanalysis, Lucy Freemen 
felt compelled to write her 
beok. 
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and in the mission of churches 
to redeem souls. 

Stating flatly.that he’ se¢s no 
good in the idea “for anyone,” 
Mr. Sugrue writes: 

“It would be an unreasonable | 
outlay of the American taxpay- 
er’s money to establish another 
embassy in Rome just to main- 
tain liaison with the Vatican, 
If it is a matter of recognizing 
the Vatican as a foreign state 
the Pope becomes then a 
foreign ruler and all members 
of the American Catholic hier- 
archy, each of whom took an 


oath of allegiance to him, are 


thus foreign agents.” 

Mr. Sugrue believes that the 
real trouble is that too many 
church people h- e moved out 
of the field of rel. zion and into 
the world of social and political | 
problems. This has so sharp- 
ened sectarian feeling, he 


_ thinks, that the true Christians, 


Catholics, Protestants and oth- 
ers, who look to the Sermon on 
the Mount as their ideal, must 
now join hands to bring for- 
ward “the qualities of tolerance 
and friendship.” 

Canvinced that “something 
must be done, somehow, by 
someone,” Mr. Sugrife goes so 
far as to propose the possibility 
of a presidential committee to 
“devise, among social welfare 
divisions of all religions, a sys- 
tem for exchange of informa- 
tion and for interuse of facili- 
ties and personnel.”

R. SUGRUE is aware that 
M not everyone will cheer 

what he put in print. He 
is willing to risk criticism. For, 
to quote him again, thesé pages 
“contain a confession I have 
wanted to make since first I 
found the idea of God within 
me staring out at religious sec- 
tarianism in the town where I 
was born. I am glad that at last 
I have made it.”

Flying the Atlantic 
All in a Day's Work

NEW YORK, April 19 (AP). 
IKE any other commuter, Al Heath often is ‘asked by his 
wife to pick up a few things for her in town. So last 
month he bought some perfume in Paris, a couple of bot- 
tles of wine in Lisbon, an alabaster statue in Rome and severel 
brass plates in Cairo. 

“She’s been hounding me 
to pick up a 500-day, bell- 
jar clock in Frankfurt but I 
keep forgetting.” 

Al Heath is a transatlantic 
pilot, who has made more 
than 300 ocean crossings for 
Trans World Airlines. Every 
month he flies about 23,000 
miles and regularly drops in 
on places most of us only 
dream about. 

Twice a month, he pushes 
back his last cup of coffee; 
kisses Mrs. Heath and the 
three kids goodby; allows 
himself to be “held up” once 
more by two-gun Lowell 
Heath, aged 8; drives an hour 
from his ranch house at 

yew per ais or Huntington, Long Island, to 

ees Idlewild Airport; and just 

23,000 MILES A MONTH. about the time his commut- 

ing neighbors are settling down at their desks in Manhattan, 
Al is nosing a big Constellation toward Paris.

Heath, a native of Muncie, Ind., is 40, blue-eyed, 
friendly and a_pink-cheeked picture of health. 
Nonetheless, like most commercial pilots, he is 
understandably a hypochondriac. As a chief pilot, 
he earns more than $15,000 a year. Three times a 
year he has to pass a comprehensive physical where 
a negative result could end his income.

@ HE HAS BEEN FLYING 20 years. Inspired by Lind- 
bergh and the other daring flyers of the twenties, he began 
as a barnstormer, stunt flyer and teacher. He _ took 
on the trans-Atlantic run in 1944, first for the Air Transport 
Command, later for TWA. His closest brush with danger 
occurred one rainy night, coming in to LaGuardia from. Paris 
with 47 passengers, nine crew members and an airplane 
worth $1,125,000. 

“The ceiling was 500 feet,” he said. “Planes were stacked 
up all over the field. Finally, the control tower cleared us 
for landing.” 

Heath began the descent. A few seconds later he reported 
he was over the range position at 1000 feet. At that precise 
point, Heath heard the inquiry: “Capitol 84, what's your posi- 
tion?” 

Capitol answered, “I’m at the range station at 1000 feet.” 

That meant that two planes, one landing and the other 
taking off, were in the same position, same altitude. 

“How we missed each other,” Heath recalled, “I'll never 
know.”

Heath makes two ocean hops a month. The short 
one takes him to Paris and gets him back home five 
or six days later. The longer flight takes him to Paris 
or Lisbon and then on to Rome and Cairo. On these, 
he’s gone about eight or nine days.

@ ON A DAY when Heath has a Paris takeoff scheduled for 
11 a.m., he leaves the house around 8 At the airport, he 
checks in at the crew schedule office, checks his mailbox, 
collects passpcrts for the crew, discusses the trip weather 
with the flight dispatcher, decides on a Gander or Goose Bay 
stop depending on the weather and his load, checks the weath- 
er again, picks an altitude, asks the navigator for a flight 
plan, checks~and files it with Airways Traffic Control, boards 
the plane with the crew about 45 minutes before departure, 
taxis over to the passenger terminal, gets the official weather 
fcrecast, gets clearance, signs customs papers after a long 
walk to the customs office, returns to the plane and now is 
ready to take off, almost. 

First, before any motor is turned.over, he listens to the 
co-pilot read off a check list of 25 different items. Then, as 
the motors start, there are six more items to be checked, such 
as hydraulic pressure, auxiliary boost and other technical 
mumbo-jumbo. Also, he listens to the flight engineer's check 
list of 100 different items, ‘“‘especially fuel.” 

Then Heath taxis the big ship out to the runway where

A non-stop run takes 12 hours and in all but the 
first and last hour the ship usually is flying on auto- 
matic pilot. This does not mean a lark for the chief 
pilot. 

“All the time,” Heath said, “you’re thinking and 
checking, thinking and checking, especially weather 
and fuel. On every 12-hour run, the rest of the 
crew and I try to get a three-hour nap. Even 
sleeping in the crew bunk, I’m still thinking of the 
weather and fuel.”

@AND WHAT DOES MRS. HEATH think about all this 
global travel? 

“Well,” said the attractive brunette, “I have confidence in 
Al. I dcn’t worry about him. I operate the house on two 
schedules, one for when Al’s home and one when he isn’t. 
It’s a nice life and I have no complaints.” 

But like most wives of traveling men, Mrs. Heath would 
like to travel with her husband some time. She has never 
been to Europe. And like most wives of traveling men, Mrs. 
Heath can’t resist kidding her husband about what he “really” 
does with his time in Paris.

one of these days—maybe a 

year, maybe two years—St. 
Louis will have a flock of tele- 
vision stations and TV fans will 
look back with some amusement, 
some nostalgia, to those quaint 
days when St. Louis had one, only 
‘one—imagine it!—television sta- 
tion. 


Things move fast in TV history 
and e one-station days will 
seem primitive as now seem 
the day’s before the co-axial 
cable and Milton Berle. Remem- 
ber? And that was only three 
years ago. 


But in all the looking backward 
and forward at the television pic- 
ture, one fact is generally over- 
looked, perhaps because it isn’t 
generally known. If it hadn’t 
been for the foresight of one 
man, St. Louis might have missed 
the television boat entirely and, 
like a number of cities, been 
stranded during these years with 
no television station at all. 


The man is George M. Bur- 
bach, general manager of radio 
station KSD and television sta- 
tion KSD-TV. Not only did he 
put St. Louis on the television 
map, but he also made it a key 
spot in any television picture of 
the future. It was only by virtue 
of the existence of KSD-TV that 
the co-axial cable, was extended 
to St. Louis. 


The story of Burbach and tele- 
vision goes back to the year 1936 
when.he and Mrs. Burbach were 
vacationing abroad. “We were 
walking down a London street,” 
Burbach recalls, “when I saw a 
sign over a door which said, 


‘Come in and see television’. 


As manager of a radio station, 
Burbach was both curious and in- 
terested. “It was an unimpres- 
sive little place just off Trafalgar 
Square,” he recalls, “but I wanted 
to see what they had to offer. 
We went in and looked at it. It 
was terrible, naturally. It was a 
sort of a man-on-the-street pro- 
gram, being shown right ‘off the 
line,’ which means by direct cable 
from the street outside the build- 
ing. It was a primitive, crude 
operation, but you could tell what 
the picture was supposed to be.” 


What the picture was supposed 
to be, however, wasn’t as impor- 
tant to Burbach as a picture he 
was seeing in his mind’s eye. “As 
crude as it was,” he says, “its 
possibilities - were obvious. It 
seemed to me there was no limit 
to what it might become. I felt 
about it the same way I had felt 
about radio back in the early 
twenties—it was coming and 
couldn’t be stopped.” 
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S soon as Burbach returned 
A irom Europe in the fall of 

1936, he started his campaign 
for a television station in St. 
Louis. He wrote to the Radio 
Corporation of America, better 
known as RCA, and asked it to 
send someone to St. Louis to dis- 
cuss the possibility of a television 
station. 

In 1936 radio was going great 
guns. Everyone was listening to 
Major Bowes, Jack Benny and 
Rudy Vallee. It was the year 
that Edward VIII made _ his 
“Woman I Love” speech. In this 
country a half dozen laboratories 
were experimenting with tele- 
vision, but it was definitely in 
the laboratory stage. In fact, 
it was in 1936 that an experi- 
menter in Los Angeles named 
Don Lee gave the first -public 
demonstration of cathode ray TV. 
Later that year Philco and RCA 
also came out with tubes and 
gave demonstrations, but nobody 
paid much attention to them. 


RCA, somewhat surprised that 
anyone should show such a seri- 
ious interest in television at such 
an early date, sent two men here 
to see Burbach. “We discussed 
television development and possi- 
bilities,” Burbach recalls, “and 
they left with the agreement 
that when television equipment 
was being manufactured commer- 
cially, the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
owner of KSD, would get the first 
equipment.” 

Television research and devel- 
opment was moving ahead rapidly 
when World War II started and 
brought it to an abrupt halt. Dur- 
ing the war years, TV markéed 
time, except for research into 
such branches as radar, but it was 
plain to see that when the war 
was over, television was going to 
be a big thing. Plain, that is, to 
people who had the right kind of 
vision. 

In 1943, Burbach renewed his 
agreement with RCA, which prom- 
ised that KSD would get the first 
postwar transmitter it turned out. 
“When word of this got around 
to NBC in New York,” Burbach 
recalls with a grin, ‘‘Niles Tram- 
mell, president of NBC, which is 
affiliated with RCA, said no, NBC 
was entitled to the first one. So 
we agreed to take the second one. 
It so happened, however, that 
NBC wasn’t ready to go when it 
had expected to be, so we got 
the first postwar RCA trans- 
mitter made.”

T HE famous “freeze” is off and 


plication with the Federal 
Communications Commission 
for a television channel. Strange 
as it may seem, in those days the 
mere filing of an applicatian was 
tantamount to having a channel, 
so few were the requests. It 
wasn’t until a few years later, 
when requests became a flood 
and then‘an avalanche, that the 
FCC had to put the freeze on be- 
cause of channel interference be- 
tween the stations. * 
The first use of KSD-TV’s 
equipment came in October of 
1946, when the Veiled Prophet 
ball was televised, over a closed 
circuit, to about 100 guests. “It 
Was an experiment to see what 
could be done,” Burbach said. 
“It was a success. We televised 
the Veiled Prophet parade, and 
we knew what we could do.” 
Incidentally, a special trans- 
mitter and two television cameras 
had been flown to St. Louis from 
the RCA laboratories in New 
Jersey in order to get them here 
for the experiment. During the 
weeks that followed, work pro-

ceeded on installing permanent 
equipment. 


On February 8, 1947, KSD-TV. 


went on the air, the first coms 
pletely equipped postwar televi- 
sion station in the United States. 
The program opened with News 
and Views by Frank Eschen, and 
continued with a man-on-the- 
street broadcast, a lesson in ball- 
room dancing, and a sports news 
broadcast. And that was it. 

It was like that in those pre- 
cable days. “Thank goodness for 
baseball,” Burbach still says with 
an air of great gratitude. “It 
solved hours of programming 
trouble and at the same time 
was popular with nearly everyone. 
It was a godsend.” 

When KSD-TV went on the air 
there were exactly four sets in 
St. Louis. 

“And we had brought those in,” 
said Burbach. Naturally prospec- 
tive advertisers cocked a quizzical 
eye at the idea of spending money 
to advertise their product to as 
many people as could crowd 
around four television sets. 

Nevertheless within two days 
after the station began operating, 
KSD-TV had signed 13 sponsors. 
As time passed more sets came 
into use, but television viewing 
was still pretty well confined to 
taprooms. Those were the days 
which are still referred to in TV 
circles as “the tavern days.” 

As soon as KSD-TV went on 
the air it became a sort of Mecca 
for television minded people. 
“During that first year,” Burbach 
says, “there was a steady parade 
of people from all ‘over the 
United States, as well as Canada 
and Mexico. Most of them were 
contemplating going into the tele- 
vision field and they wanted to 
study the operation. They took 
up more of our time than running 
the station. But we showed them 
everything they wanted to see, 
and told them everything we 
could.” 

In July, 1947, a new transmit- 
ter and tower were put into serv- 
ice. The tower, which is atop the 
Post-Dispatch annex on Olive 
street, rises 544 feet above the 
street level. 

* * * 

EPTEMBER, 1948, was one of 
S the turning points of TV in St, 

Louis. That was when the co- 
axial vable connected St. Louis 
with Chicago and several east- 
ern points, creating what was 
known as the Mid-western net- 
work. This gave St. Louis 
the first out-of-town shows, 
such as Kukla, Fran and Ollie, 
which originates in Chicago. And 
in the fall of the same year a 
lot of St. Louisans became con- 
vinced that television was here to 
stay when they got to watch the 
Cleveland end of the World 
Series games, That was some- 
thing. 

By this time TV sets were sell- 
ing so fast no one could keep 
the statistics up to date. In Jan- 
uary of 1949, the Eastern and 
midwestern networks were joined 
together which brought network 
shows out of New York and gave 
TV another shot in the arm. The 
medium got its latest hypo when 
the microwave radio relay system 
last fall carried it across the 
Rockies to tie up with the West 
Coast chain, giving St. Louis a 
coast-to-coast network. 

“We started with four sets in 
St. Louis,” Burbach’ says with a 
wry smile, “and now, incredible 
as it may seem, there are nearly 
400,000 sets.” 

The man who brought this sit- 
uation about, and who might be 
called Mr. Television of St. Louis, 
is a quiet, modest individual who

is probably better known nation- 
ally—at least in radio and tele- 
vision circles—than he is in his 
home town. 

He lives TV, just as he lived 
radio. for two decades before TV 
came along. He looks like any- 
thing but the visionary type. In 
fact, he looks like the prototype 
of the solid, substantial, American 
executive—the man behind the 
big desk. 

A native of St. Louis, Burbach 
attended public schools here and 
then went to business college. His 
first newspaper job was with the 
St. Louis Republic, where he was 
in charge of the paper’s Chicago 
office. He resigned in 1913 to 
become national advertising man- 
ager for the Munsey newspapers, 
a chain which included papers in 
New York, Washington, Baltimore, 
Boston and Philade?phia. 

He had been with Munsey onl 
nine months when he was offered 
and accepted the position of 
advertising manager for’ the 
Post-Dispatch, thus beginning an 
association which has endured for 
nearly 40 years. In 1922 he was 
elected a director of the Pulitzer 
Publishing Co., publisher of the 
Post-Dispatch.

HEN radio was young, Bur- 
W each was one of those who 

saw its potentialities, and 
was instrumental in the establish- 
ment by the Post-Dispatch of ra- 
dio station KSD. When it went 
on the air in 1922, he was put_in 
charge of its program and busi- 
ness departments; in 1933 he was 
named general manager of the 
KSD operation. 

At the same time, he retained 
his duties as advertising manager 
of the Post-Dispatch, which posi- 
tion he held until 1941, when the 
rapidly expanding development of 
the company’s broadcasting prop- 
erties demanded his full time. 

Station KSD started as a low- 
power, part time operation. Under 
Burbach’s direction it grew to a 
5000-watt station authorized to 
operate 24 hours a day. 

It was through Burbach’s ef- 
forts that radio stations now have 
the news facilities of the Asso- 
ciated Press. In the early days of 
radio, when many newspapers 
looked upon it as a threat, the 
Associated Press refused tO serv- 
ice radio stations with news. Bur- 
bach conducted a campaign for a 
number of years to persuade the 
directors of the AP to “go com- 
mercial,” which meant to seil 
their news service to sponsors via 
radio. Finally, in 1940, he suc- 
ceeded. “I was sitting outside 
the door of the board room when 
the decision was made,” he re- 
calls. “and when the meeting 
ended, and they told me the 


Burbach has been active for 

many years in many fields. 
For instance, back in 1917 he 
was one of a small group 
which organized the Better 
Business Bureau here, and he 
served as one of its directors 
for many years. During the 
first World War he was award- 
ed the Distinguished Service 
Medal for his work in Liberty 
Loan drives. He originated the 
idea of a general advertising 
fund for the promotion of"war 
activities, thus ending the con- 
fusion of promiscuous solicita- 
tions. 

He has received citations for 
his wofk during the second 
World War from the Treasury 
Department in formulating 
plans for the Voice of America 
broadcasts to Europe,

Today the Associated Press, it 
might be added as a footnote, 
gets more than a third of its rev- 
enue from radio and television, 
and it is starting a new news 
service for television which will 
soon be offered on KSD-TV, the 
first station to contract for it. 

Radio listeners everywhere 
have: reason to be grateful to 
Burbach as the man who was in- 
strumental in eliminating the 
“middle commercial’ from most 
news broadcasts. As an advertis- 
ing manager he had always advo- 
cated good taste and restraint, a 
credo which he carried over into 
radio advertising. He also brought 
KSD national fame and brought 
about higher standards of taste in 
radio advertising by his campaign 
against ‘“plug-uglies,” commer- 
cials which were offensive. 

Burbach realizes that many 
misinformed persons think KSD- 
TV has had some dubious connec- 
tion with the freeze on television 
channels in order to maintain a 
monopoly.

Neays. “is more pleased by 
the prospect of additional 
stations than I am.” Burbach is 
aware of KSD-TV’s obligation to 
the television owners in this area 
who have invested more than a 
hundred million dollars in sets 
which, at the present time, can 
tune in on only one station. 
“When we have more stations, 
it will be better for the public 
and for KSD-TV,” he points out. 
“The responsibility of providing 
good and_ diversified programs, 
which we have been bearing for 
some time, will be shared by the 
managements. of the new stations, 
and it will be possible to make 
KSD-TV’s programming more 
flexible. For example, in order 
to telecast a baseball game now- 
adays, we have to cancel five or 
six regularly scheduled half-hour 
programs, each of which has its 
share of fans.

it's impossible to please all the 
viewers all the time, no matter 
how hard we tried. Nothing, in- 
cluding even things like the Ke- 
fauver hearings, will score 100 
per cent with the audience. 

“The chief advantage to St. 
Louisans in more stations will be, 
I think, in the field of sports and 
education. KSD-TV has been con- 
sistently scheduling 80 per cent 
or more of the top-rated pro- 
grams and nearly 100 per cent of 
the special news event telecasts. 

“What people do not realize is 
that St. Louis audiences are not 
going to see as many top-rate en- 
tertainment programs with sev- 
eral stations as they have been 
seeing with one station, because 
a number of these top-flight 
shows are telecast at the same 
time on different networks. For 
example, Arthur Godfrey is on 
the CBS network at the same 
hour the Television Theater is on 
NBC. The All-Star Revue is on 
NBC at the same time Ken Mur- 
ray is on CBS. But KSD-TV has 
been giving its viewers all of 
them, by presenting a filming of 
one or the other at a different 
hour.” 

Burbach believes that the addi- 
tion of more stations will be a 
healthy thing in that it will give 
both KSD-TV and the new sta- 


p 


tions the opportunity to develop 
more local programs, not only in 
the field of entertainment, but in 
education. , 

“The pressure on KSD-TV has 
been for as many network pro- 
grams as we would possibly 
carry,” he says, “and in our 
efforts to please the viewers we 
have carried as many as we could, 
The addition of new stations witl 
relieve us of a portion of the net- 
work schedule, and let us devote 
more time to programs of a cul- 
tural and educational nature for 
which, although it may not have 
been so vociferous, there is a 
great and growing demand.” 

As to how soon other stations 
will be in operation here, that’s 
a matter of conjecture, but Bur- 
bach points to the fact that St. 
Louis is America’s ninth largest 
market and the largest market in 
the country today served by only 
one TV station. He believes this 
may have some influence with the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion. 

' “There are a number of appli- 
cants, but there is,” he points out, 
“going to be a hot of trading and 
sifting before the first licenses 
are issued. If there were no de- 
lays caused by conflicting appli- 
cations, additional stations could 
be operating here in 12 months.”

Medal of Honor 


Winner, Describes Action in Which 
He Killed Approximately 100 Chinese’ 


in Korea—-Ordered Home for a Rest

mother’s living room. He is 27 years old, five feet eight inches 
tall, has curly, reddish blond hair, a you-all accent and wears horn- 


rimmed spectacles. 


Back at Henderson State Teachers College in 


Arkadelphia, weighing 120. pounds and known for nimble footwork 
on the gridiron, he was called Scooter and the nickname stuck. 
Now he was home on leave from the army. 


“Mah wife teaches school, you 
know,” the Scooter said, “and 
ah’ve been mostly baby-sitting.” 

This was First Lt. Burke who 
last Oct. 28, between 11 a.m. and 
4:30 p.m., single-handedly killed 
about 100 Chinese in Korea. A lit- 
tle over a week ago, at the White 
House, President Truman awarded 
him the Cgngressional Medal of 
Honor. 

Like most disputes in Korea, 
this one was about a hill. The 
maps called it Hill 200 and the 
boys later re-named it “Scooter 
Burke’s Peak.” The hill, 900 feet 
high “and just about straight up,” 
overlooked the Imjin river about 
35 miles north of the 38th par- 
allel, above Seoul. 

Burke was executive officer of 
George (fot “G”) Company of the 
First Cavalry Division’s fifth reg- 
iment. He was the “oldest man in 
the outfit” with 13 months of 
Korean combat, veterans with 
even more ‘service having already 
been rotated home. He had been 
wounded twice before and wasn't 
supposed to be leading any more 
platoons, but around hills like 
No. 200 the rules were pretty 
well suspended. 

Taking Hill 200 was part of 
“Operation Commando.” It began 
last Oct. 3 and was meant to 
straighten the sagging western 
end of Allied lines. The brass had 
said it shouldn’t be muoh trouble. 
They figured on a 15-mile advance 
within seven days, but they fig- 
ured wrong. By morning of the 
23rd day, the advance had gained 
five miles. By evening. of the 
25th day, the second battalion 
listed 750 of its men and 25 offi- 
cers either killed or wounded, out 
of a total of 1100. 

Hill 200 was the key. The Chi- 
nese had been dug in on it all 
summer. There were 300 of them, 
cozy in 25 bunkers, six to 30 feet 
deep with reinforced rock roofs 
so sturdy that 155 mm. artillery 
shells wouldn’t pierce them. Later 
it developed that the men were 
cooking meals in the bunkers and 
neat stacks of cold weather equip- 
ment indicated that they expected 
to spend the winter. 

George Company was dug in 
along a ridge 30 feet wide, only 
about 200 feet below the peak. 
Day after day, crawling up the 
enemy’s own trenches, it reached 
for the top. Day after day, it was 
knocked back by a hail of fire 
from three bunkers blasted into 
the forward side of the hill. When 
Burke arrived, George Company 
had about 35 men left and no of- 
ficers.

At 10 
a.m., the lieutenant was at the 
battalion’s forward observation 
post. The operations officer, Ma- 
jor Thomas Giboney, had ordered 
an all-out attack. Fox Company 
had jumped off first but got stuck. 
George Company went up to help, 
but their luck was no better. The 
recently begun truce talks were 
darting hopefully through men’s 
minds, battered from five days 
and nights of incessant pounding. 
That night the battalion was sup- 
posed to be relieved. 

Artillery barrages had left Hill 
200 as bald as an egg. Wind- 
whipped sand was jamming 
weapons. 

Up above the forward OP, no- 
body moved. 

“T'll take ’em, Tom,” said the 
Scooter. 

The men of G Company told 
him they'd fired into the bunkers 
with 57mm recoilless rifles at 
point-blank range. It didn’t work. 
They had tried to sneak through 
their trench onto the roof of the 
first of the three bunkers, but ev- 
ery time they rounded the under- 
ground alley’s last corner, mur- 
derous fire drove them back. 


Burke grabbed a rifle and a 
handful of grenades, ran to the 
corner and waited. The bunker 
was but a stone’s throw ahead. 
By waiting until the Chinese gren- 
ade-throwers had to pop out their 
heads to aim, he picked off a 
few. They were so close that he

could watch their heads snap 
back. 


“I figured if you get up a burst 
of speed and run under the gren- 
ades and get to the bunker, 
you're in better shape,” he says. 
And so, while supporting rifle 
fire from Sgt. Arthur L. Foster 
and his men kept Chinese heads 
down, he made a dash for the 
bunker, dropped his “eggs,” fell 
back a few yards while the gren- 
ades exploded and then went back 
for a look. Four or five dead 
Chinese lay inside. 


By the same process, Burke 
alone knocked out the middle 
bunker and then the third bunker 
on the right. 


“I wasn't at any one time far- 
ther in front of our people than 
20 yards,” Burke says. “I don’t 
want you to think I was foolin’ 
around way out by myself. It was 
all very compact, very small. The 
Chinese just were as determined 
to keep the hill as we were de- 
termined to take it.” 

Now it was 2:30 p.m. Burke 
called the battalion commander 
on his walkie-talkie and reported 
he had “neutralized” three of the 
bunkers that were the key to the 
Chinese defense. 


“Any casualties?” 
wanted to know. 


“No sir,“ said Lt. Burke. 


“See what you can do about 
moving forward.” 


“Yes sir.” 

Then, Scooter Burke got. an- 
other hunch. 

“I didn’t think we could go 
straight through them,” he says, 
“so when I saw an open knoll to 
the side and a little bit ahead, 
I thought I could get a better 
shot from there. 

“I was pushin’ my luck a lit- 
tle, but I was feelin’ pretty sure 
of myself by then. I got a hold 
of a machine gun. I didn’t antici- 
pate using it, I took it along just 
in case. 

“I told Sgt. Foster: ‘You all 
keep firin’ and I'll see what I 
can see from out there.’ 

“IT ran out in the open about 
20 yards to the knoll.

ACH year when’ April comes, we decide that the 

real riches of earth lie in the simple things of nature 

which are all about us. It is but necessary that we 
have eyes to see these wonders and the willingness to 
tarry long enough at the wayside to learn something 
of them.

} @ ALTHOUGH THE WHOLE year is filled with in- 
terest for one who has made the trees his friends, seldom 
is there so much to see as at this season. Now shad bush 
and wild plum bear their small blossoms like bits of white 
mist floating through the woodland. Billowing clouds of 
apple and pear,. pink for a day before they turn white, 


tell where stood the cabin of some long-forgotten 
pioneer. When you see these even in deep timber, a 
search will generally reveal foundation stones of an old

é - button-buds of flowering dogwood are still tight-closed:

Bloodroot and anemone, spring beauty and 
hepatica; these seem to mind not at all the blustery 
weather of early spring, while the great white oak waits 
until corn-planting time to put forth its new leaves.

@ I HAVE MENTIONED BEFORE THIS that each 
year we find new wildflowers which had hitherto escaped 
us or which have started to grow again, perhaps brought 
in by the birds or possibly after having lain dormant for 
some years. One of these is the beautiful hepatica which 
we first found two years ago and which seems to be 
spreading each season. Another interesting thing is that 
each spring we discover colonies of familiar flowers 
which have moved comparatively-long distances to take 
up new and favored locations. 

One could, of course, list almost indefinitely the 
flowers that bloom in endless succession as the April 
days go by. But that would be to neglect the other 
wonders of spring; the warblers which have appeared 
high in the elm trees, the great clusters of eggs of frog 
and toad which can be seen in the shallow water of 


the ponds, the nightly booming of the big barred owls 
in Saline Creek bottom, the red-winged blackbirds and 
cardinals and brown thrashers each contesting for their 
nesting territories. ; 

Simple things, these are. Yet wonderful things, meas- 
ured against even the most complex accomplishments of 
men, And as the philosopher has pointed out, wise men 
have had more pleasure from the simple things of life 
than the miser from his hoard. All that is needed to 
enjoy them is to know them; the songs of the birds, 
sweeter than the music of a thousand violins; the swift 
flight of the dragon fly above the surface of the pond; 
the miracle of the green leaf, transmutting sunlight into 
the energy which is life. Here is beauty beyond jewels, 
wonder beyond that wrought by science, inspiration 
enough to enrich our lives for all time.

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The Town That Started From Scratch |

HE motorist who skidded 
T around a corner recently out 

in the City of Bellefontaine 
Neighbors, adjoining St. Louis to 
the north, could have been par- 
doned his puzzlement at finding 
a thickly populated residential 
area where only cornfields were 
18 months ago. 


But two hard-working men on 
the road shoulder couldn’t pardon 
his reckless driving. 

“Take it a little easier, 
the men called. 

“Who do you think you are?” 
snapped the driver, as he slowed 
for the main intersection, “The 
chief of police?” 

“No,” said Arthur Schnur, “I’m 
the mayor. This gentleman with 
me is the chief of police.” 

A .chastened motorist drove on. 
Slowly. Schnur and Police Chief 
A. S. Pruett went back to work, 
and the police officer said re- 
signedly: “I just wish people 
would remember there’s a town 
out here now.” 

“Well,” said the mayor, “You 
can hardly expect them to realize 
it yet.” 

Stocky, soft-spoken Schnur con- 
fesses he can ,hardly realize it 
himself sometimes, even though 
he’s been swept up in, and to a 
large extent guided, the mush- 
rooming growth of a town which 
sprang up almost overnight. 

It is a town that typifies what 
happens to a long-dormant village 
when a metropolitan city such as 
St. Loujs bursts at the seams and 
spills thousands of new residents 
into a somewhat startled suburb. 
It has happened in many places, 
but in few places has it happened 
with such suddenness. 

This is the story of how you 
start a town from scratch. 

As Bellefontaine Neighbors’ first 
mayor, Schnur and a group of 
equally civic-minded villagers 
started their city in a rathskeller. 
One long table was their main 
tangible asset, and they bought 
on the cuff instead of with cash. 

Starting in hock, they dived 
headlong into the near chaos of 
guiding a village’s growth from 


one of 


766 persons to a population of, 


more than 5200 in a short year 
and a half. Even in St. Louis 
county, not noted for standing 
still in a construction sense, the 
growth of Bellefontaine Neighbors 
is phenomenal. 

How these men, who practically 
without exception had no political 
experience and were unfamiliar 
with the technical points of how 
to organize a municipality, hud- 
dled around a tennis table to hash 
out the complexities of rapid 
growth is a story of what is hap- 
pening in many places in America. 

And, after a constant barrage 
of what’s wrong with the elective 
system and civic affairs in gener- 
al, it’s a story which leaves a 
clean taste concerning what's 
right.

HE subdued speeder obviously 


T could not have been a resident 
of this little city which came 
out of the rathskeller, 9nd the 
vision of builders, or he wouldn't 
have been so astonished to find 
the mayor and the police chief 
working on road shoulders. 

Starting a town calls for such 
work, literally in spades, and the 
people who live in Bellefontaine 
Neighbors are accustomed to see- 
ing the city fathers doubling in 
brass; the aldermen pitching in to 
turn a rental office into a city 
hall, for instance, or a deputy act- 
ing as maintenance man. 

How do you start a town from 
scratch? 

“There’s a bug,” said Schnur, a 
determined, strong - jawed man 
who looks far younger than his 57 
years. “It bites you and you're 
gone. You get the disease and 
there’s no cure.” 

Among other symptoms, victims 
of the bug worked long hours 
with the sometimes hopeless-ap- 
pearing confusion of zoning and 
sewerage and taxation and dog li- 
censing and street widths and Mrs. 
So-and-so’s complaints that she 
was good and tired of her road 
being blocked off. It’s still going 
on, But things are pretty well 
under control now. 

Schnur’s case was not a mild 
one, even in an epidemic which 
produced many cases of severe 
enthusiasm. He has put in an 
average 70-hour work week since

How City Fathers of Bellefontaine Neighbors, Adjoining 
St, Louis on North, Have Guided It From Dormant Village 
Of 766 Persons to Population of 5200 in 18 Short Months 


June 19, 1950, when the Belle- 
fontaine area, long a quiet and 
unhurried community with land- 
marks dating back to slave days 
and rolling, empty fields, was in- 
corporated as a fourth-class city. 
Most of his work hours go to city 
work and planning. What time is 
left goes to what, involuntarily, 
has become almost a sideline—his 
construction business in St. Louis. 

For his mayor’s duties he gets 
paid the same sum as each of the 
aldermen, or holders of other 
elective offices. Nothing per year, 
Perhaps, for Schnur, even less. 
For, by a self-imposed and highly 
unofficial rule, he does do con- 
struction work within the limits 
of his city. 

“IT haven’t done a nickel’s 
worth of business here since in- 
corporation, except to finish one 
house I had already started,” he 
said. Reason, based on his own 
firm idea: he just doesn’t think 
it would look right. .

CHNUR moved to the Belle- 
§ fontaine area 24 years ago. He 

built himself a home and reared 
three children there, on Coburg 
Lands drive. Born in St. Louis, 
he had quit school at 14 to take 
a job as office boy. He worked 
himself ‘up to carpenter, and, 
after a stint in the motor trans- 
port corps during World War I, 
became a partner in a construc- 
tion business, Now he owns his 
own business. 

“I moved out here because it 
was so quiet and secluded,” he 
said, rather sheepishly. “Now 
look.” 

He brought it on himself, at 
least partly. It was the dream of 
the late Peter W. Gibson, a re- 
tired real estate man of forceful 
opinions, that Bellefontaine, the 
village, would someday be Belle- 
fontaine, the town. Gibson was 
the original force. In 1950, 
Schnur accepted a request to act 
as chairman of a committee for 
incorporation. 

Some of the old-timers were for 
incorporation; some were quite 
vehemently against it. There were 
litigations, some resentment at 
Schnur’s typical insistence to skip 
village incorporation and start as 
a fourth-class city, and a certain 
amount of hassling, both in and 
out of court. 

So the community was incor- 
porated as the City of Bellefon- 
taine Neighbors, population 766, 
and Arthur Schnur, appointed 
mayor by the county court and 
later elected by the people, found 
himself with a town on his hands, 

Not much of a town, in size, he 
admitted, as he took long, solitary 
drives down the main highways 
and secluded, rutted roads of the 
five and a quarter square miles. 
The area is bounded by St. Louis 
on the south, Riverview on the 
east’ to Highway 99 on the west, 
and rolling, unincorporated areas 
past Highway 66 on the north. 

But it was emitting the first 
fretful groans of growing pains. 
Long ignored, it was attracting 
the attention of large developers. 
And all at once, a great many per- 
sons were seized with the desire 
to move to that section of the 
county. 

Why? 

“People finally realize that here 
was country living within a few 
minutes’ drive to the city,” Schnur 
explained. “The expansion final- 
ly started this way. Fast. The 
mystery to me is not why so many 
persons moved out here all at 
once, but why they waited so long 
to do it.” : 

Bulldozers ripped into fields, 
foundations went down, houses 
came up. The sound of home- 
buyers asking how-much-is-it was 
The influx 
started. And that was when the 
duly elected or appointed officials 
of this growing town sat across 
from each other and inquired 
blankly as to where the money 
was coming from to run their 
town, 

By a fairly fortunate ruling, 


they were allotted a year’s back 
taxes—a princely $3900—if and 
when they figured out how to col- 
lect it. Pie in the sky but noth- 
ing in the till. 


“So far as I could see, the thing 
to do was to run the town like a 
construction business starting on 
a shoestring,” said Business Man 
Schnur, whose experience along 
the shoestring line was not sharp- 
ly limited. “So I called a lawyer 
and got $4000 credit. Then I 
called business men selling what 
we needed and told them we had 
$4000 crédit. So we had a start.” 

Almost fiercely opposed to 
use of the first person singular, 
Schnur repeatedly emphasized he 
was just one of many who started 
early, worked late, thrashed out 
problems in sometimes heated ses- 
sions. But the mayor and the city 
officials kept a stroke or two 
ahead of utter confusion and left 
a fairly orderly wake. 

Social life practically vanished 
for the men bitten by the bug, 
and starting a town cut in on their 
business hours. Their pay came 
in a sense of excitement, a feeling 
that somehow they were closer 
to, and a part of, the occasion- 
ally mystifying machinery which 
makes fhis nation work. 

“Don’t quote me,” one Belle- 
fontaine Neighbors pioneer said, 
“because it sounds too silly. But 
I actually got a sense of pioneer- 
ing out of it. Still do, as a mat- 
ter of fact.” 

Most pressing need was zoning 
ordinances. They were “fixed up” 
by committee members working 
without pay, who met three nights 
a week for five months from 7:30 
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FRONT OF THE CITY HALL, 


p.m. to as late as 3 am. Com- 


pleted, the zoning laws received 
wide praise. 

At the start, meetings were held 
in the rathskeller of Schnur’s 
home, later at the city hall, on 
Bellefontaine road, a onetime 
real estate office, now cheerfully 
painted and well equipped. The 
American flag was placed in front 
of the two-story city hall; the ta- 
ble tennis table, indispensable 
now as it was then, was put up- 
stairs for use as mayor's desk, 
council meeting table and judge’s 
bench for monthly court sessions. 

Aldermen heard Schnur’s re- 
peated reminder that he was go- 
ing to make a desk-like top for 
the table just as soon as he had 
time. It’s still bare. 
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EANTIME, as affairs ranging 

from sanitary laws to views 

on parking strips were hashed 
over in frequent meetings, Chief 
Pruett was having his own diffi- 
culties. Some speeders—his main 
law enforcement problem—were 
not overly impressed with his garb 
as an awe-inspiring minion of the 
law.

force law in general, but it’s 
painted quite officially impressive 
now and, with one eye on the 
budget and an occasional broad 
hint, he looks forward to a city- 
purchased prowl car. 

Pruett was as lacking in police 
experience as Schnur was in poli- 
ticking lore or zoning committee- 
men in zoning technicalities. But 
he scouted around the county, 
picking up tips from other chiefs. 
He and his two men attended a 
seven-week FBI course—as the 
only force in the country repre- 
sented 100 per cent at the class. 

“I never before got caught up 
in anything that fascinated me 
so,” said Pruett, a jovial, well- 
built man, intensely interested in 
his town’s growth. “I intend to 
make police work my career, 
now.” 

One of his two deputies, Thom- 
as Schantz, a young ex-infantry- 
man, works full time—takes in 
stride the fact that policing often 
entails everything from filling 
holes in asphalt to part-time 
phone clerk. The other deputy is 
Edward Lorenz, who holds down 
a job as a pattern maker, puts 
in a 40-hour week as deputy (vol- 
unteer work for which he receives 
only $25 month, car allowance) 
and in his spare time is a scout- 
master. He and Pruett hope to 
organize a Junior Deputies Club. 

City clerk is Mrs. Pruett, the 
chief's wife. Her job entails du- 
ties as secretary, girl Friday, all- 
around soother of irate citizens, 
nofe-taker, purchaser and, even, 
city clerk. The position is a har- 
rying one. Sometimes, she said, 
there is more work than she can 
possibly get done, until she does 
it. She hears telephones in her 
sleep. How does she like the job? 

“TI love it,” she said. 

To Mrs. Pruett watching a town 
start is fun, in a sometimes hec- 
tic, always interesting sort of 
way. “Who could find a more in- 
teresting job?” 
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O, lurchingly, sometimes in 
§ route step and sometimes 

double-timing, the town pro- 
gressed. For every need a man 
showed up, although occasidnally 
it took a little searching. 


Just recently there appeared 
the marked shortage of a city 
judge. Scouts ranged out, dis- 
covered Edward Huneke, a young 
attorney, now city judge. 

As the town grew, some long- 
time citizens continued protests. 
Things, they pointed out, weren't 
like they used to be. This was 
viewed without favor. 

Schnur said he sympathized 
with them in many ways. “Frank- 
ly, they don’t know what hit 
them.” 

He rolled down his car window 
and pointed out across fields in 
one of many spots which point 
up the fact that Bellfontaine 
Neighbors is loaded with geo- 
graphical paradoxes. A_ wide, 
grassy expanse stretched out 
peacefully. 

“Still foxes out there,” Schnur 
said. “Some report a wolf, even, 
every so often.” 

But in one direction, bordering 
the fields, was the site for Bis- 
sell Hills, newest and largest sub- 
division, and the other way fast- 
talking hammers marked time to 
new homes rising up to march 
across the slopes. Right in the 
middle of all that was a huge, 
very old house. It sat placidly, -as 
yet undisturbed, still with the 
fields, spacious and protecting, 
surrounding it. It would be easy 
to see how the owner might feel. 

The owner is Herman Hartwig, 
one of the old-timers. He’s a city 
alderman, which is how he feels. 

Driving back down the lane, 
Schnur steered slowly down a 
wide, cement street lined with 
well-constructed brick homes. 

“All this was just bare fields 
the very day I drove through here 
to go to the incorporation meet-

“Well, I just wondered,” said 
Schnur, driving through the 
streets and stopping for passage” 
of a herd of enthusiastic kids con- 
scientiously pursuing a (properly 
ae dog across the well-kept 
awns. 


For a town which started on a 
shoestring, such “wondering” and 
attention to detail, and hard 
work, has produced some statis- 
tics of which Bellefontaine Neigh- 
bors is quite proud. 


Although the city started on 
the cuff, officially the town has 
never been in the red. It has no 
bonded indebtedness now. It has 
a $66,000 anticipated income this 
year. 

Some schoolboys from River- 
view High (where new enroll- 
ments weekly indicate continued 
growth) were down at the city 
hall by assignment of their 
teacher and they wanted to know 
who pays to run a town. 

Here’s where it eomes from: 
Taxes and licenses, $13,¢90; po- 
lice court fines, $2600; building 
permits, $24,300; permit and in- . 
spection fees for streets and sew- 
ers, $18,800, and $4500 from 
plumbing and electrical inspec- 
tions. A hired agency does the 
tax collecting. 
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told the youngsters, who 

wanted to know - about 
civic problems, “is keeping up 
with the growth. Rather, keeping 
ahead of it. You haye to keep . 
ahead. That's the most important 
thing.” 

Since incorporation, 1330 new 
buildings (not counting the ones 
in the past few days) have been . 
completed at a total construction. 
cost of $19,700,000. Fifteen miles 
of new concrete road, costing 
$958,000, have gone down, and 
more than a million dollars worth 
of new sewers are in or going in. 

A new church has been com- 
pleted, two more are planned and 
a $300,000 school bond issue has 
been passed in the district. Archi- 
tects’ sketches of a big shopping 
center are completed — zoning 
provides for sufficient other 
stores and commercial space. 

The zoning was mapped out to 
accommodate an eventual 35,000 
persons, which is how Bellefon- 
taine Neighbors feels about the 
whole matter. 

The kids fired questions at 
Alderman Phil Heckmann. What 
qualifications does a voter need? 
What does elective mean? What 
does appointive mean and how do 
you get schools started and ex- 
actly what are the duties of a 
street commissioner? 

“What about corrupt politicians 
all over?” demanded one lad. 

“It’s the duty of the voters to 
get rid of them,” said Heckmann. 
“Voting is a privilege but it’s a 
duty, too.” 

“How can you tell them?” 

Heckmann pondered that one. 
“Everybody in a town this size 
knows everybody.” 

“But in big cities?” the boy 
persisted. “It seems to me it 
would be better if big cities were 
chopped up into a lot of small 
cities, so everybody would know 
everybody.” 

“That would be too expensive,” 
said Heckmann. 

“Not if we could save the 
money we'd save by not having 
crooked politicians,” commented 
the youngster. There wasn’t much 
to say to that, and Mrs. Pruett 
stepped in with an explanation 
of street commissioners. 

“What's the idea of the course 
you're taking?” the boys were 
asked. 

“The teacher calls it learning 
how democracy at the source 
operates,” one boy replied. With 
no more enthusiasm than the av- 
erage boy shows for homework, 
they plowed doggedly ahead to 
build a reluctant defense against 
inevitable exams. 

There in their basement-born: 
city hall, of their town already 
taken for- granted, with building 
noises in the distance, they asked 
question after question.

On the other hand, it is in the economic and social 
scheme of things for the married woman who is not em- 
ployed to assume the major responsibility for rearing the 
children and maintaining the home. But, granted that children 
take time and attention and nerve-wracking discipline, and a 
house won’t dust and clean itself, a woman doesn’t have to 
become an abject slave. A man makes new contacts in the 
business world, thereby gaining added poise and savoir-faire, 
while the wife—if she is not careful—lets her household tasks 
rob her of leisure time she might well spend on herself.

Steady Increase in New Fashion Materials 


This Has Been True Since Rayon Began to Appear —‘Orlon,’ 


DESIGNED BY

HE fashion vocabulary has 
T expanded so extensively dur- 

ing recent years that women 
often find unfamiliar names and 
terms greeting them on shopping 
expeditions. Especially  signif- 
icant as well as complicated for 
the average shopper‘are the inno- 
vations in fabrics with emphasis 
upon the developments in man- 
made fibers. 

Since 1912 when the word 
“rayon” began to appear and 
started women puzzling about its 
origin and its substance, there has 
been a steady increase in new 


matefials, many of which are 
chemically created. Now the ap- 
parel market as well as many 
forms of industry use the man- 
made fibers extensively, almost 
daily finding new uses for them 
and adding to the family from 
time to time. 

Recent terms to learn, if a 
shopper is to understand and ap- 
preciate what these so-called “syn- 
thetics” can provide in style and 
practical features are ‘“orlon,” 
“dacron,” “acetate” and “nylon.” 
While competition is keen among 
the various new fibers as well as 
with the natural textile materials 
such as cotton, linen, wool and 
silk, the increase in demand for 
all materials has given each of 
them an opportunity for service. 
Certain blends of the different 
materials also are illustrative of 
the developments that are revo- 
lutionizing ig — industry.

customed to materials made from 
animal or vegetable fibers. Called 
“artificial silk,” at first, the name, 
itself suggested an _ imitation 
which was difficult to overcome. 
Also, old-timers will remember 
that this scientifically-made tex- 
tile fiber was far from impres- 
sive. It looked cheap and often 
wound up in bargain basements. 
However, chemical companies had 
such faith in its future that they 
spent millions of dollars for re- 
sear:h, continuing to improve the 
quality and experimenting with 
possible uses for the newly-named 
“rayon.” 

Although rayon now is accepted 
among the various materials, 
many women shoppers haven't 
been especially concerned about 
its origin and process. The unini- 
tiated may be interested to know 
that it starts with purified cellu- 
lose which is a chemical sub- 
stance obtained primarily from 
wood pulp or cotton linters. This 
cellulose is treated with special 
chemicals that convert it into a 
liquid, according to the explana- 
tion provided by the manufac- 
turers. This liquid then is forced 
through fine holes in a nozzle 
and comes out into a chemical 
bath in the form of fine strands 
or threads. When these are 
washed and purified, they are 
rayon. Being similar to cotton 
in its chemical make-up, it is 
dyed with the same dyestuffs as 
cotton. Special features which 
have brought it into widespread 
demand include general utility, 
washability (when properly dyed 
and finished), absorbency and 
moderate price. Many different 
degrees of sheerness and weaves 
are available.

- all fabric labels. This was done 


to assist the consumer inasmuch 
as the two fibers are not iden- 
tical and therefore may have dif- 
ferent uses. Cellulose is only one 
of the materials used in making 
acetate, being combined with 
other chemicals to form a com- 
pound that is dissolved and forced 
through fine holes into warm air. 
The warm air evaporates the sol- 
vent, leaving filaments of cellu- 
lose acetate. Properties credited 
to acetate include washability 
(providing the label on the gar- 
ment so indicates if there are no 
trimmings to interfere), minimum 
of pressing, easy setting of pleats 
and resiliency. The ability to 
drape well and to blend with 
other fibers gives acetate a dis- 
tinction which has appealed to 
designers of quality ready-to- 
wear. Satins, failles, taffetas and 
jerseys are among the materials 
illustrating the effectiveness of 
this fiber.

MAN OF THE HOUSE

Mrs. America has a new helper 
for her annual spring’ house 
cleaning—her husband. 

Maybe “everybody worked but 
Father” during spring cleaning 
time a generation ago, but today’s 
man of the house realizes that 
there are many chores he can and 
should shoulder. The work may 
not be exactly fun, but it can im- 
prove the safety, appearance and 
livability of the home. 

Here are some. spring cleaning 
tasks that definitely fall in the 
male bailiwick, says a Tile Coun- 
cil of America report:

He 
continued, “Give me a community 
that treats trees with love and 
consideration, and I will show you 
a community that is clean and 
tidy.” 

Plans call for the trees to be 
planted early next fall—if enough 
requests are made. This project 
is one of many which support 
this year’s Clean-Up Campaign. 
The campaign is sponsored by 
local businessmen, City of St. 
Louis and the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Metropolitan St. Louis 
in co-operation with the Catholic, 
Lutheran and public schools.

Unprecedented fanfare accom- 
panying the debut of Krilium, 
Monsanto Chemical Company’s 
new soil conditioner, has brought 
many queries from home garden- 
ers.

Boon for Clays. 


It is only fair to point ‘out, too, 
that Krilium must not be ex- 
pected to do much for organic- 
rich soils that are already loose 
and mellow.

ing them together until crumbs 
are built up the size of the head 
of a pin, or perhaps as large as a 
pea. 

These natural resins are sup- 
plied by various kinds of organic 
matter, such as compost, leaves, 
grass, other plant residues, and 
animal manures. Huge quantities 
are needed, however, to convert 
the tight, stubborn clays of this 
area gnto mellow loam. 

At present not enough organic 
matter is available to treat all of 
our compacted soils, and even if 
the supply were greater the cost 


might be prohibitive. Further- 
more, organic matter is used up 
rapidly, and must constantly be 
replaced. 

Once May Suffice. 

One pound of Krilium has as 
much effect as 500 pounds of com- 
mercial compost and will be of 
more lasting benefit in condition- 


ing the soil. The synthetic resin 
is not leached out, and treated 
soils have stayed in fine condition 
for three years. Chances are that 
one application of the new chemi- 
cal might suffice for a decade, al- 
though the ground could be com- 
pacted if overworked or mis- 
handled.

Fertilizers will also be needed.

The actual application of Kril- 
ium is not difficult. Mixed with 
fertilizer, it can be spread over 
the vegetable plot in the fall or 
at planting time in spring. The

busy business man’s seasons for 
languor and semi-retirement in 
this sub-tropical area, now find 
him taking a quick breather from 
the winter’s rush, tossing off his 
coat and going at it again. If 
he doesn’t get time for fishing it’s 
because thousands up North have 
discovered what year-around resi- 
dents have long known—that 
Florida’s off season temperatures 
are delightful, with none of the 
extremes that make ovens of the 
large cities beyond this breeze- 
cooled peninsula. 

' This news has spread, with the 
result that St. Petersburg has en- 
joyed a 20 per cent increase in 
its spring and summer tourist 
business each year, since the end 
of World War II. ‘Miles of cot- 
tages, apartments and hotels on 
the gulf beaches are filled to ca- 
pacity on weekends through the 
summer in addition to a brisk 
business in between. Only a half 
dozen of the city’s 170 hotels may 
now be called “seasonal,” closing 
in April. The everlengthening 
winter season is hardly over be- 
fore the summer vacationists be- 
gin their influx to take advantage 


colder months. In most cases the 
rate change is put into effect 
April 1.

GGPLANT is a popular vegetable in Italy, where cooks 
have many ways of preparing it. A St. Louisan who 
has spent some time in that country, Mrs. Frederick 

Hartt, wife of a Washington University faculty member, 
has adapted one of these ways to ingredients available to 
American housewives. The dish is eggplant baked in 
tomato sauce. 

Mrs. Hartt begins by slicing the vegetable across and 
peeling the rather thick slices. The slices are dipped in 
beaten egg, then in flour, and are fried in hot shortening 
until they are golden brown. Slices are then drained and 
set aside. Tomato sauce is thinned with water and added 
to garlic, which has been simme in olive oil in a sauce- 

. Sauce is simmered until thick, and salt and pepper 
are added. 

Now a layer of fried eggplant slices is placed in a 
casserole or baking dish, topped with cheese slices and 
some of the tomato sauce. Additional layers are arranged 
in the same way. Top is sprinkled with grated Parmesan 
cheese. Casserole is placed in a moderate oven (375 
degrees) to bake for 45 minutes. 

INGREDIENTS: One large or two medium eggplants, 
two éggs, salt and pepper, one-half cup flour, four table- 
spoons olive oil, one can tomato sauce or tomato paste 
thinned with equal amount of water, one clove of garlic, 
one-half pound sliced American cheese, and grated 
Parmesan cheese. These amounts will serve four persons.

CHICAGO. 

OT LONG AGO, a traffic patrolman in suburban Kenil- 

worth arrested a well-dressed woman driver on 

a charge of speeding. To Police Magistrate George 

Rothermel the case of Mrs. Evelyn Mancou looked 
routine. 

Ignoring her pleas that she was not guilty, Rothermel 
accepted the officer’s testimony and sentenced Mrs. 
Mancou to pay a fine of $6 and costs—a total of $10. 

A week later a storm broke around Rothermel’s head. 
@ Mrs. Mancou, of Highiand Park, accompanied by her 
husband, a prosperous businessman, presented herself 
before the magistrate and declared: 

@ “I just won't pay. I don’t want to go to jail, but I 
must. I can’t admit I’m guilty when I’m not. I won't pay 
the $10.” 

@ Reluctant to put Mrs. Mancou behind bars, Rothermel 
proposed a compromise: she could count cars for a 
Kenilworth police department survey for two days. Mrs. 
Mancou agreed. 

But, before she could take her post on a street corner, 
Benjamin Mancou intervened. Without his wife’s knowl- 
edge, he quietly paid the $10 fine. Mrs. Mancou was 
furious. “I didn’t want the police-to get that money,” 
she said. 


Some Unanswered Questions 


HOUGH Kenilworth police have closed their files on 
‘kz Mancou case, several questions vital to all Amer- 

icans were left unanswered. Should a motorist pay 
a fine when he (or she) thinks he’s not guilty? Was Mr. 
Mancou right in paying his wife’s fine? 

PARADE put these questions to men and women in all 
walks of life and in every section of the country—Port- 
land, Me., Columbus, Ga., St. Louis, Mo., Fort Wayne, 
Ind. and Oakland, Calif. 

An overwhelming number of the persons interviewed 
admired Mrs. Mancou’s spunk. And most of them thought 
Mr. Mancou was wrong in not letting her fight it out. 
Only one person thought she should have paid. 

Here are some typical reactions. 

® Mrs. Antoinette Morgan, 38, attorney of Oakland: 
“There’s no question about the fact that if Mrs. Mancou 
is satisfied of her innocence she should consistently pro- 
Claim it. ... Her husband should certainly have allowed 
her to follow the dictates of her own conscience.” 
@ Walter Mack, 35, Fort Wayne mail carrier: “I believe 
that the woman was right in fighting the charge. .. . / 
think her husband should have kept out of the matter.” 
@ Shirley Lyle, 19, Columbus, Ga., textile worker: “I 
think people should fight more often if they are inno- 
cent. ... Her husband did wrong in paying her fine.” 

Some like Shirley Klos, 20, a St. Louis stenographer, 
-had a kind word for Mancou. “ I think it was decent and 
right of her husband to step into the affair—after all, 
the woman's the weaker sex and can stand all the pro- 
tection she can get,” said Shirley.

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
VER SINCE the Korean Communists 
accused United Nations forces of 
using germ warfare, (a charge 
labelled false by the Pentagon), 
many Americans have wondered: 
What would happen to us if an enemy 
used germ warfare against our cities? 
PARADE put the question to officials of 
the Federal Civil Defense Administration. 
Here are their answers. 
@ First, “biological warfare” (often called 
“BW’”) does represent a real danger to the 
U. S. 
@ BW could be used against our people 
(possibly to contaminate water supplies), 
our livestock herds or our crops. 
@ Second, the Russian Army and Air 
Force have been working feverishly since 
1934 to learn all they can about BW. 


The Phony ideas 


RESUMABLY, they have been working 

te perfect means of spreading such 

diseases as yellow, typhoid and 
spotted fevers, pneumonia and influenza 
to people anda host of other ailments to 
animals. 

But before you can talk about BW, you 
have to realize that a lot said about it is 
pure hokum. FCDA officials listed these 
as possibly the four biggest BW myths: 

31—That there is something new or 
mysterious about germ war. That’s false. 
Doctors have been fighting diseases likely 
to be used in BW for hundreds of years. 

92-—That BW attacks would wipe out en- 
tire cities, possibly through the use of some 
“super germ.” Again, that’s false. 

3-That BW would leave its victims in 
horrible pain and that the children of BW 
victims would be forever deformed. 

4-—That there is no defense against BW. 

If those ideas are false (and FCDA says 
a good many people have been exposed to 
them) where does the danger of BW lie? 


How Could They Attack? 


IRST, assume that a BW attack were 
aimed at the population of Boston. It 
could come by airplane, submarine, 
guided missile or saboteur. If the attack 
came by air, the enemy would want to 
spread a “germ cloud” over a wide area. 

What would happen then? 

FCDA says that possibly a large num- 
ber of people would get sick. Possibly some 
would die. 

@ But the moment it was discovered that 
we were under BW attack, medical, public 
health, civil defense and information ex- 
perts would swing into action. 

@ Medical and public health experts 
would identify the disease and start treat- 
ing it wherever it broke out. 

@ Civil defense workers would announce 
through every means of communication 
facts about the disease. 


@ Here’s what our defense experts say... 


“It would be like treating any epi- 
demic,” one government medical author- 
ity said. “And we have the best medical 
facilities in the world to do just that.” 

One vital task of civil defense—and of 
every citizen—would be to dispel rumors 
about an attack. 

There are a good many authorities who 
fee] that BW would be most effective as a 
psychological weapon—that it would create 
widespread fear, rather than widespread 
sickness. 

So, a person who spread false rumors 
would be just as dangerous as an enemy 
agent. 

One vital factor in any attack would be, 
of course, to find who had the disease and 
to protect others from getting it. 

To do that job, already functioning city, 
state, county and federal health depart- 
ments would be called upon. 

@ In addition, special disease control offi- 
cers are now being trained under U. S. 
Public Health Service auspices to help in 
an emergency. 

®@ Of course, civil defense authorities can- 
not supply answers to all questions. On 
many phases of BW they can only specu- 
late. For instance, an FCDA expert said: 
® In all likelihood, no country would use 
BW unless the U. S. were actually at war 
with that country. 


A Strong Defense 


F BW were used, he Said, it might well 
come after an atom bomb attack. It 
might come as an effort to deal a final 

demoralizing blow to Americans. 

All that is pure speculation. 

But this, he added, is not speculation: 

“We have a strong line of defense 
against BW. It’s a line that begins in every 
physician's office. 

“If you consider the five basic terror 
weapons — the atom bomb, BW, chemical 
warfare, psychological warfare and sabo- 
tage, you’ve got to come to only one con- 
clusion: 

“The best defenses we have now against 
any one of those five weapons are def- 
enses against BW.” - 
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THESE people are having blood tests. This 
would be vital for people under a BW attack.

DOROTHY, Alberta. 

T'S A BIG DAY for this snow-bound village 

on the Red Deer River in Northwestern 
Canada. 

It’s Monday, but the kids aren’t in 

school. And the whole town’s come down 

to the Tom Hodgson ranch.

ers? Is the man in the white apron 
living the life of a Rockefeller? 
After looking at all those funny car- 
toons showing butchers weighing out 
steaks on jewelry scales and riding in 
yachts, I decided to check up. 
@ I spent a day in Bridgeport, Conn., 
hanging around butcher markets and 
listening for customers’ beefs. 
@e Then I got behind the counter at 
Healy’s Self Service (see above) to find 
out how it feels to be a butcher. 


I IT TRUE what they say about butch-

Here’s what I found: 

@ A few customers do say things like 
“‘What’s this, solid gold?” 

@ Most customers just buy what they 
can. (One lady bought 17¢ worth of ham- 
burger. Another bought a 4-inch steak 
for $8.75.) 

@ Butchers feel so bad about high prices 
that some of them have taken to hiding 
the filet mignons in the ice box. 

My first stop was the King Cole market 
in downtown Bridgeport. Sure enough, a 
“billionaire” came in and said cheerfully, 
“Can I arrange a steak mortgage here or 
will I have to go to the bank?” 

I learned that what a butcher needs 
most of all is steady nerves. At Mott’s, a 
lady wanted a 39¢-a-pound cut of ham 
off the big (67¢) end. The butcher tried 
to explain that the 39¢ ham was on the 
little end. “Why,” she demanded, “can't 
I get a 39¢ pound off the 67¢ part?” 


What, No 39¢ Cut? 


66 aDy,” he explained wearily, ‘‘this big 
end is for big juicy slices. This lit- 
tle end is for little pieces. That’s 

why its 39¢!” I went away. 

At a store a few blocks away, a lady de- 
manded to know why she couldn't have 
more lamb kidneys. “I tell you,” kept 
muttering the clerk, “lambs only have 
two kidneys. I don’t care what your recipe 
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says. Has a lamb got 20 dozen kidneys?” 

At the A&P, where a sign boasted “Ready to eat 
A&P poultry—No heads, No feet, No waste,” a lady 
demanded her chickenfeet, for soup stock. 

At the Mohican, a lady was wondering, “Where 
are the bones that belonged with this hamburger 
before it was all chopped up?” 

At the New Yorker, a lady complained “You don’t 
get the marrow in mutton like you used to.” The 
butcher explained that sheep have been built ex- 
actly the same since Noah’s Ark. 

On the brighter side, I learned: 
1.Why butchers still use wooden lead pencils. 
2.Why they no longer wear hats, look fat and jolly, 
or have bald heads and red noses. 

The answer to No. 1 is easy. Butchers (or anybody 
else) can’t balance slippery rocket-shaped ball- 
point pens in back of their ears. Try it. 

The answer to No. 2 is harder. “In the old days 
before refrigerated showcases,” explained Frank 
Healy, Jr., “stores had to be kept so cold that 
butchers had to wear hats or catch pneumonia. 
They’d keep the meat on cracked ice in the open 
cases and they had to wear four sweaters under 
their aprons. That’s why they looked fat. 


Times Have Changed

ice box to keep warm.” Some butchers used to keep

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Londoners insist they see the sleuth 


after violent crimes are committed. . 


BY FRANK DE BLOIS 


LONDON. 

T WAS a particularly grisly crime. 

Beneath a clump of bushes in a 

remote corner of Hyde Park here 

they found the body, its left ear 

gone. But something still more strange 
took place that night. 

When young Inspector Marriott of 
Scotland Yard arrived, he found a 
cluster of curious Londoners on the 
scene. 
>» And as he pushed through the idlers, 


he saw someone else: a tall man ina 


gray greatcoat, standing a little apart 
from the crowd with a set expression 
on his strong features. But when he 
looked again, the man was gone. 
>» “But I recognized him at once,” he 
reported later at the Yard. “It was 
Sherlock Holmes!” 
>» “Nonsense, Marriott,” his chief re- 
torted impatiently. “This is 1952—not 
1892. And, anyway, man, there never 
was such a person as Sherlock Holmes.” 
“It was Holmes, all right,” insisted 
Marriott. “I’d know him anywhere.” 
The mystery of the body with the 
missing ear has never been solved— 
nor has the mysterious stranger ever 
been identified. Yet “Sherlock Holmes” 
keeps turning up here, year after year, 
in the dark streets of Soho, on the 
gloomy docks of Wapping, in the foggy 
recesses of the London night. 


Everybody Knows The Facts 


NCREDIBLE? Of course it is! 

| The real facts about Sherlock 

Holmes are known to everyone who 
reads, listens to the radio, sees movies 
or watches TV. Created by Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle as the hero of his novel, 
“A Study in Scarlet,” in 1885, he is the 
most famous fictional detective in his- 


tory. A tall, gaunt, hawk-featured man 
in the deerstalker cap and an Inver- 
ness cape, he solved crimes that baffled 
the best brains in Scotland Yard. 

By his side, through three novels and 
dozens of short stories, tagged his ever- 
faithful foil, Dr. Watson. The popu- 
larity of this pair had reached its peak 
in 1891 when Conan. Doyle — suddenly 
becoming bored with Holmes — hurled 
the great detective to his death over 
the Reichenbach Falls locked in the 
arms of his enemy, Professor Moriarty. 


He Was Restored To Life 


ATER, by popular demand, Conan 
iy Doyle reluctantly resurrected 
Holmes for “The Hound of the 
Baskervilles” and “The Case Book of 
Sherlock Holmes.” In “His Last Bow”— 
written four years before his creator's 
death in 1930—we leave him forever, 
sipping Imperial Tokay wine in a book- 
lined room. with Dr. Watson. Were he 
really alive today, the old Victorian 
Sleuth would be crowding 90. 
But every year, London newspapers

receive hundreds of letters from people 
who have “seen” him stalking the 
wharves of Billingsgate or Limehouse 
late at night. And there is a rumor 
that Scotland Yard’s files are rifled 
every so often by a shadowy stranger 
with a hawk-like profile. 
>» Holmes has been reported by readers 
of the London Times, the Manchester 
Guardian and the New Statesman and 
Nation to have passed through and 
solved crimes in Stratford, Windemere, 
Brighton and Bath. 4 
> Last year he was “positively identi- 
fied” at the scene of three London 
crimes (including the one in: Hyde 
Park). A Chelsea branch of Lloyd's 
Bank has a savings account in his name 
which grows mysteriously every year. 
>» During the war hundreds of Ameri- 
can Gis turned up looking for Holmes’ 
mythical address at 221B Baker St.— 
the most famous address in fiction. 
There is no such number on Baker 
Street today, but at 22%, Baker Street 
(which Holmesians believe may be the 
number Doyle meant) the Holmes leg- 
end has been growing anew. 


Shots In The Night 


HE SECOND floor at this address is 

occupied by a chiropodist named 

F.C. Graham-Smith and is similar 
in layout to the flat in which Holmes 
is supposed to have lived. 
> Does Smith subscribe to the myth 
that Holmes still _prowls about his old 
haunts in London? 
> “Not really,” he says. “But now that 
you mention it, I did have rather a 
Strange experience when I moved here 
in 1929. Everything was quiet enough 
in the daytime, but at night, at first, I 
kept hearing voices! At least I thought 


I heard voices. And then, one night, 
I heard two shots!” 
> Smith reported the shots to the 
police, of course, but nothing ever 
came of it. However, he never heard 
the mysterious voices again. 

> “You know,” he paused. “If I were a 
superstitious man I could almost be- 
lieve that Professor Moriarty came 
back that night and finally finished off 
both Holmes and Watson!” 

Since Conan Doyle’s day the face of 
Baker Street has changed completely. 
But, although the scene has changed, 
the ghost of Holmes remains. 

How else could you explain the ex- 
perience of Mrs. Martha Gillen? 

Mrs. Gillen, a middle-aged music 
hall actress, was employed to imper- 
sonate “Mrs. Hudson ” (Holmes’ fam- 
ous landlady) when a full-scale rep- 
lica of the master’s old lodgings was 
constructed last year. Her job was to 
show tourists through the rooms and 
then, at six o’clock, to close up. 
> “One night,” she swears, “as I climbed 
the stairs to turn out the lights, I felt 
that I wasn’t alone. Nevertheless, I 
opened the door and stepped in.” 
> The room that Mrs. Gillen entered 
was a perfect replica of Sherlock 
Holmes’ sitting room as described by 
Conan Doyle. There were handcuffs 
and a revolver on the sideboard, the 
bust that Holmes used to draw the fire 
of Moriarty’s henchmen, newspapers 
of the era, a bulging kit with a nickel- 
plated jimmy—and the gasogene men- 
tioned in “A Scandal in Bohemia.” 


She Saw Him In A Chair 


ND IN FRONT of the fireplace at the 
rear of the room was Holmes’ 
favorite easy chair. In this chair 

—as Mrs. Gillen opened the door 
that night last summer-—sat Sherlock 
Holmes himself! 
» “I recognized him,” said Mrs. Gillen. 
“In the dim light of the reading lamp 
he sat there, silent and motionless.” 
Reflexively, Mrs. Gillen switched off 
the light. Then she switched it on 
again—for another look. But “Holmes” 
was gone! Or take the case of Col. 
Arthur Osborne, of the Manchester 
Guardian. 
>» Last year Col. Osborne, determined 
to track to its roots‘ the myth that 
Holmes still stalked the London streets, 
brushed past a tall man as he entered 
a murky pub mentioned in “The Danc- 
ing Men.” Inside, he turned to the pro- 
prietor, an ancient gentleman in a 
Victorian collar. 
» “I’m Col. Osborne of the Guardian. I 
understand that Sherlock Holmes used 
to grog up a bit here in the old days,” 
he said somewhat facetiously. 
» “Col. Osborne, sir,” retorted the pro- 
prietor in mild surprise, “Mr. Holmes 
just left. You bumped into him when 
you came in!”
